VERY ONCE in a while, War- 

ren Hinckle takes a shot of 

something special and comes up 
with the right question. Witness his 
Feb. 20th column on the mayor’s un- 
willingness to let the Board of Super- 
visors budget analyst review the duties 
of seven $94,000-a-year deputy mayors. 

The issue, for those who may not 
be following this sordid little drama, 
goes like this: Art Agnos has hired 
seven people in deputy-mayor slots, 
five more than Dianne Feinstein had. 
Agnos has, in fact, reduced the 
overall cost of running the Mayor’s 
Office, which had grown more than 

400 percent under the reign of Dianne 
Feinstein. But still, a few folks have 
started to wonder: What do all those 
deputy mayors do all day, and is it 
really worth $94,000 a year? 

Supervisor Tom Hsieh, who 
disagrees with Agnos on more than 
just the size of the Mayor’s Office, 
decided-to ask for an audit to review 
the deputy mayors’ jobs. Agnos 
refused to cooperate with the budget 
analyst, Harvey Rose, and ultimately, 
Rose had to submit his questions in 
writing. Agnos’s answers were non- 
responsive as Hinckle points out, to 
the question, ‘“‘what is the difference 
between the deputy mayor positions 
and the assistant to the mayor posi- 
tions?’’ Agnos answered, ‘The depu- 
ty mayor positions are higher-level 
positions,”’ 

The question Hinckle posed is the 
same one we wound up with after Jim 
Balderston spent a month reviewing 
Agnos’s campaign promises, con- 
tained in the famous book Getting 
Things Done, and comparing them to 
what the mayor has actually ac- 
complished: Has Art Agnos become 
another Dianne Feinstein? 

It’s a frightening thought, since 
Agnos ran for office on a promise to 
be everything Feinstein wasn’t. But 
consider what’s been happening over 
the past two years. 

The progressive agenda that Agnos 
made the centerpiece of his campaign 
has gone essentially nowhere. Vacan- 
cy control has gone down to defeat. 
District elections aren’t even on the 
table. The budget has been balanced 
on the backs of those least able to 
pay. Public power has been tossed in 
the political dustbin. 

In fact, Balderston discovered, 
when you look at the numbers, you 
can argue that Feinstein did more to 
promote affordable housing than 
Agnos has done. 

Meanwhile, Mayor Agnos has been 
pushing some very Feinstein-like pro- 
jects, like a downtown ballpark and a 
Mission Bay with a bad imbalance 
between jobs and housing. He’s been 
negotiating all these deals in secret, 
and he’s been completely inaccessible 
and unaccountable to the people who 
helped put him in office. 

Agnos, it appears, has decided he 
can afford to alienate the pro- 
gressive/neighborhood voters, 
because he figures nobody will 
challenge him from the left anyway. 
But without the support of 
neighborhood groups and activists, 
the Agnos agenda will suffer — and 
so will the city. — Tim Redmond

How's he doing? Not so good 


Agnos has been treating the people who took to 

the streets in droves two years ago to put him in 
office, consider this: 

The Bay Guardian has endorsed Agnosin every 
election since he first ran for state Assembly in 
1976 and was the first major local paper to back 
him for mayor in 1987. Through his years in 
Sacramento, we gave him consistent, positive 
coverage and when he was under attack in the 
mayor’s race, we came to his defense. 

We did all that on the basis of issues: On the 
crucial state and local progressive agenda items, 
like downtown-development controls, abortion 
rights, public power, saving the Bay, district elec- 
tions, AIDS funding, civil liberties etc., Agnos 
was strongly out front. 

Once he got into the Mayor’s Office, he quickly 
began to dismantle his progressive platform. He 
hustled down to 77 Beale Street at PG&E’s call, 
and immediately turned against public power. He 
appointed three progressive planning commis- 
sioners — but left the downtown forces with a 
one-vote majority. He balanced the budget on the 
backs of those who could least afford to pay, and 
let the wealthy and powerful off the hook. 

And always, he was unreachable, unaccount- 
able, uninterested in hearing any criticism from 
the people who had helped him get elected. 

The latest chapter came this week, when, as Jim 
Balderston reports on page 15, Agnos refused to 
answer any questions from us regarding our 
report card on his first two years in office. He 
wouldn’t grant us an interview and he wouldn’t 
even answer our questions in writing. And al- 
though we’ve been trying to reach Agnos for three 
weeks (and faxed over a list of questions Feb. 
14th), his press staff didn’t do us the courtesy of 
explaining that no answers would be forthcoming 
until Monday, Feb. 19th, at 3:30in the afternoon, 
just before our final press deadline. 


} F YOU want a metaphor for the way Mayor Art

been strong supporters of Supervisor 

Richard Hongisto. Hongisto is a landlord: 
As a matter of general principle, that makes 
tenants distrust him. More importantly, as a mat- 
ter of practical politics, it’s made him largely use- 
less to the tenant movement. 

Hongisto can’t vote on major tenant issues. His 
clear conflict of interest as the owner of rental 
property requires him to abstain from voting on 
vacancy control, for example — and under the 
City Charter, the fact that one (or more) of the 11 
supervisors is ineligible to vote doesn’t change the 
number of votes needed to pass a law. So on ten- 
ant legislation, Hongisto’s abstention counts as a 
No. 

But if Hongisto has not been the tenants’ 
friend, he hasn’t been their enemy, either. In fact, 
on most issues, Hongisto has been a decidedly 
progressive vote. Now he’s in a race for assessor 
against a supervisor who, by reversing her long- 
announced position and voting against rent con- 
trol on vacant apartments, has shown herself to 
be a traitor, a sellout and a person completely un- 
worthy of holding any elective office in the city. 

Tenant groups should take a serious interest in 
the assessor’s race: They should move quickly to 
denounce Wendy Nelder and throw the full 
weight of their support behind Hongisto for 
assessor. 

The Assessor’s Office is a critical post. The 
assessor oversees a staff of about 120 and handles 
some $400 million a year in city revenue. Under 
the administration of incumbent Sam Duca, the 
city has been losing tens of millions of dollars an- 


S AN FRANCISCO tenant groups have never 


ly concluded that nobody is going to come along 
to challenge him from the neighborhood/pro- 
gressive side, so he can afford to move to the 
right, court downtown and take his traditional 
constituency for granted. 

The mayor may be correct on one point: There 
aren’t any obvious, serious candidates out there 
who are likely to take him on from the left when 
he comes up for re-election in 1991. Any real chal- 
lenge would almost certainly come from the other 
side — from the likes of Tom Hsieh, Bill Maher or 
(in Agnos’s worst nightmares) Quentin Kopp. 

But if the mayor thinks he can afford to write 
off the folks who helped put him in office, he’s 
very wrong. Agnos was elected in a stunning, 
come-from-behind campaign that mobilized an 
army of grassroots activists for canvassing and 
get-out-the vote efforts. He won because he did 
what his opponents, John Molinari and Roger 
Boas, were unable to do: take advantage of ten 
years of pent-up anger at the destructive, down- 
town-oriented policies of Dianne Feinstein. 
Agnos offered a change, a different vision for the 
city’s future. 

But the more he fails to deliver on the promises 
of 1987 and the more he tries to play the politics of 
convenience, the more he angers that army of vol- 
unteers who swept him into office. In 1991, the 
progressives may, indeed, crawl down to the 
polls, hold their noses and vote for Art Agnos, if 
only to spare the city four years of Bill Maher or 
Tom Hsieh. But they won’t spend the fall walking 
the streets, distributing literature, raising money, 
staffing phone banks and hustling up votes for a 
man who did nothing but let them down. And the 
downtown developers, the big businesses, the 
out-of-town landlords who backed Dianne 
Feinstein and John Molinari — the folks Agnos is 
going out of his way to woo these days — will toss 
him off the moment a more attractive candidate 
comes along. 

There’s a basic lesson of San Francisco politics 
here, one that Agnos seems unwilling to learn. 
The progressive voters who make up the majority 
of this city never expected much from the Joe 
Aliotos and Dianne Feinsteins, so they were 
pleased when those mayors did anything decent at 
all. Agnos promised to be something different — 
and if he can’t live up to that promise, he’s going 
to generate nothing but anger. 


nually through sweetheart assessments of major 
commercial buildings (as documented by the Bay 
Guardian in ‘‘The Rich Get Richer,’’ 5/11/88) — 
money that could be going for affordable hous- 
ing, social services, mass transit... Since tenants 
tend to be on the lower end of the city’s economic 
scale, the loss of that revenue — and the service 
cuts it entails — hits them hardest. 

Since the passage of Proposition 13, the tax 
burden in California has shifted dramatically. 
The owners of commercial property pay a much 
smaller share, the owners of residential property 
pay much more. That has helped drive up rents, 
since landlords tend to pass along higher tax bills 
to their tenants. ©— 

San Francisco’s assessor can’t change state 
law, but he or she can have a significant impact on 
the local revenue mix by making sure that the big 
developers and commercial landlords are assessed 
and taxed at the full value of their property. 

San Francisco can’t afford another incompe- 
tent assessor who sells out to big campaign con- 
tributors. Nelder has no real administrative ex- 
perience, no background in real-estate appraisal 
and none of the backbone the next assessor will 
need to force the downtown establishment to 
start paying its fair share of the city’s property 
taxes. 

Besides, the last thing the tenant movement 
needs right now is to let the Wendy Nelders of the 
world think they can get away with selling out 
their constituents with impunity. For the good of 
San Francisco’s tenants — and the good of San 
Francisco — the tenant movement should get be- 
hind Hongisto for assessor.

Tragedy and betrayal in Flint 


Back in the ’70s, I worked in a midwestern steel 
mill that shrank from 20,000 to 200 employees in 
the course of a decade. I sympathize with the 
autoworkers of Flint, Michigan, who built their 
lives on the false sense of economic security the 
city’s now-defunct General Motors plants pro- 
vided. 

As I read Laura Fraser’s attack on Roger & Me, 
the Michael Moore documentary about Flint, in 
the Jan. 17th Bay Guardian, a terrible disappoint- 
ment resonated within my old steelworker con- 
sciousness. Fraser spent her entire ‘‘Press Box’’ 
column quibbling over the phrasing of a few 
sentences in the two-hour movie while missing the 
main point entirely. The film was an exposition on 
the surrealism of Reagan-era America, in which 
the well-to-do drift along in a glamorous dream- 
world while their industrial base collapses. The 
media’s deep complicity in this triumph of image 
over reality is well worth Fraser’s attention as a 
critic of the press. It’s a shame she missed her op- 
portunity. 

If Roger & Meis to be criticized, it should be for 
the paucity of actual autoworkers appearing in the 
film. Had they been interviewed more extensively, 
the real tragedy of Flint perhaps would have sur- 
faced. This is not that the auto plants are closing, 
but that they existed in the first place. Factories 
represent an appalling waste of human talent. 
Lives are consumed carrying out the most vapid 
work under the most unhealthy working condi- 
tions and under the control of companies that seem 
to regard shop-floor employees as recalcitrant and 
expendible beasts of burden. Michael Moore 
thinks GM chairman Roger Smith and his ilk do 
have a conscience. Coming from a steel mill, I’d 
say they have none.

A hidden killer? 


Your recent editorial, ‘‘Mission Bay’s Fatal 
Flaws,’’ appears to have overlooked the recently 
added hidden killer. This November, when we 
think we are voting on a flawed Mission Bay Plan 
we may be voting to kill Proposition M, our 
modest annual limit to increasing office space. 

The hidden killer is combining the vote on the 
Mission Bay Plan with the exemption of Mission 
Bay from Prop. M office limits. Under Prop. M, 
offices to be constructed in San Francisco are 
selected by a ‘‘beauty contest.’’ Since the Mission 
Bay Plan is the beloved of the Planning Depart- 
ment, Mission Bay should be able to win the ‘‘con- 
test.’’ Mission Bay’s proposed office construction 


initially represents 50 percent of the limit. But after 
a few years, when the limit is doubled, Mission Bay 
will take only 25 percent. If a plan is accepted and it 
includes offices, Mission Bay will almost certainly 
get its offices close to their desired schedule, even 
with Prop. M limits. 

It seems obvious to me that the exemption is only 
necessary to obtain downtown support for Mission 
Bay. The exemption, if passed, will allow down- 
town property owners to double the construction 
of new offices. Downtown constantly warns us 
that office rents will increase if Prop. M limits are 
allowed to stand. This could mean that an office 
site on Mission Bay, built within Prop. M limits, 
will rent for more than offices with an exemption. 
This should be better for the Mission Bay 
developer. My guess is that downtown has threat- 
ened to oppose any Mission Bay Plan without an 
exemption. 

San Franciscans had better be on their guard to 
protect M. M is starting to benefit us all. Rent in- 
creases have slowed a little. Many new apartment 
houses are being constructed in what were formerly 
considered office sites because the land owner 
won’t wait to win a beauty contest. Unemployment 
remains low, and Prop. M provisions for educa- 
tion and training are still there to be used to help 
provide jobs for San Francisco residents who need 
to prepare for a job.

pees the Clear Air Act (S 1630) 
hits the Senate floor, the Nu- 
clear Information and Resource 
Service is urging people to 
contact their senators about 
anew, potentially harmful 
amendment introduced re- 
cently by Senator Alan 
Simpson (R-WY) and included 
in the bill as approved by the 
Senate Environment and Pub- 
lic Works Committee.

Ethiopian famine relief: 
Ethiopia is headed toward 
another year of famine, ex- 
pected to be more deadly 
than that of 1984-85, when 
about one million lives were 
lost. Almost two-thirds of the 
population of Eritrea, the 
northernmost province of 
Ethiopia, will need food aid 
during 1990. The food-supply 
problems faced by the 
Eritreans are complicated by 
a civil war begun in 1961 be- 
tween the Ethiopian govern- 
ment and the Eritrean 
Peoples Liberation Front, 
which is seeking indepen- 
dence from Ethiopia. In 
addition to the destruction of 
war, in 1989 a severe drought 
destroyed about 95 percent 
of Eritrea’s crops. Since the 
EPLF controls much of 
Eritrea’s territory, the Eritrean 
Relief Association (ERA) is the 
only organization that current- 
ly can get international aid to 
the 1.9 million Eritreans who 
need it.

More than 50 members of the 
California Legislature have 
signed a letter supporting the 
boycott of Hills Brothers 
coffee, which uses coffee 
imported from El Salvador.

THEDEPUTY 
MAYORS’ FUND 
FOR SMALL 
BUSINESS? 


WHILE MAYOR Art Agnos and the 
Board of Supervisors budget analyst 
argue over just what the seven deputy 
mayors do all day and whether it justifies 
their $94,500 salaries, a small-business- 
man from Potrero Hill has come up with 
a fascinating statistic. 

If just one deputy mayor’s job were 
eliminated, Joseph Chowning explains, 
480 merchants, artists and cfaftspeople 
might not have to pay the $200 annual tax 
that Agnos has levied on small businesses. 

In fact, if Agnos could get along with 
just two deputy mayors, as his pre- 
decessor did, some 2,400 small businesses 
could be relieved’of the tax burden. 

Chowning, an ex-Marine who owns 
and operates Joseph Chowning Galleries 
on 17th St., has been furious at Agnos 
since 1988, when the mayor, facing a ser- 
ious budget deficit, decided to raise $7 
million by imposing a new tax on busi- 
nesses that were too small to have to pay 
the city’s payroll/gross receipts tax. 

Chowning says he can afford the an-- 
nual tax, but he worries that other, less 
established businesses can’t. ‘‘It’s the 
principle of the thing,’’ he said. ‘‘The 
little guys get charged $200 — for which 
we don’t get a damn thing — while the 
mayor has seven deputies making almost 
$100,000 a year. It’s like telling the home- 


Jess that they haven’t been paying their 


fair share of the federal deficit, so we’re 
going to hit them all up for $200.” 

Sure, it’s a somewhat unfair com- 
parison (and deputy mayors aren’t the 
only overpaid city employees). But, while 
Chowning doesn’t have the definitive 
answer to the city’s budget problems, he 
does have some interesting arithmetic. 
With salaries and benefits, the seven dep- 
uties cost the taxpayers about $672,000 a 
year. That’s almost 10 percent of the new 
revenue the Agnos administration has 
collected through the regressive small- 
business tax. And now the mayor doesn’t 
even want the budget analyst to know 
what we’re paying all those deputies to do 
— so how can we tell whether we’re 
getting our money’s worth?

EFFORTS GROW 
TO CUT OFF 

.). MILITARY AID 
TO EL SALVADOR 


THE MOVEMENT to cut off military 
aid to El Salvador, previously limited 
mainly to the political left, is gaining sup- 
port from church leaders and politicians 
in San Francisco and across the county, 
in the wake of the murder of six Jesuit 
priests in El Salvador last November. At 
a Feb. 13th press conference here, the 
heads of two national Catholic confer- 
ences called for the first time for an end 
to U.S. military aid. The two Catholic 
conferences represent more than 123,000 
Catholics. 

In front of a wall covered with grue- 





some photos of death-squad victims in E] 
Salvador, Brother Sean Sammon blamed 
U.S. military aid for the murder of 
Jesuits in El Salvador, the death of two 
churchwomen in Nicaragua (attributed to 
the Contras) and the resurgence of right- 
wing violence in Guatemala. He also had 
harsh words for the invasion of Panama, 
calling it ‘‘naked interventionism.”’ 

Justice and Peace Coordinator Joe 
Nagle explained that many Catholics have 
been active on this issue for some time, 
but that ‘‘now the level of organization is 
rising, and the national representative 
bodies have begun to speak out.”” 

The winds of change are also blowing 
in Washington. Massachusetts Democra- 
tic Senators John Kerry and Ted Kennedy 
recently introduced a bill to cut off all aid 
to El Salvador until it punishes the offi- 
cers who killed the Jesuits, ensures re- 
spect for human rights and free speech 
and begins negotiations with the rebels. 

Congress has made such threats before. 
But as public pressure mounts, with a 
nationwide demonstration scheduled for 
March 24th, the tenth anniversary of the 
assassination of Archbishop Romero, 
Congress may finally act to end its 
support for El Salvador’s death squads.

NEW STUDY 
MELTS DOWN 
NUCLEAR 
ENERGY MYTHS 


FOR YEARS, the troubled nuclear-power 
industry has promulgated myths about 
renewable energy in order to grab the 
lion’s share of federal research-and- 
development money. Industry officials 
have called the technologies that utilize the 
sun, wind and water ‘‘exotic,”’ 
“‘futuristic’’ and too expensive to compete 
with nuclear energy. But a Washington 
energy group has now released a new study 
that melts these myths down and shows 
that renewable energy is not only a viable 
option for the 1990s, but is less costly than 
its big nuclear brother. 

As it stands now, according to the 
winter 1990 Safe Energy Communication 
Council report, renewable energy already 
provides more power to U.S. consumers 
than nuclear energy. Power from the sun, 
wind, water, biomass and underground 
heat accounts for 8percent of total U.S. 
energy consumption, as compared to the 
nuclear industry’s 7 percent. 

That 8 percent may not seem like a very 
big piece of the energy pie, but with inten- 
sified research and development, the 
report says, by 2030 renewable energy 
could supply the United States with a hefty 
51 quads of energy, which is about three- 
quarters of the total 1988 U.S. energy 
consumption. 

The day may not be far away when big 
public utilities generate electricity using the 
sun and wind. But the nuclear industry is 
doing everything in its power to make sure 
the sun never rises on renewable energy. 
The industry’s International Atomic 
Energy Association has continued to claim 
that renewable energy ‘‘techniques are not 
available at economic costs.”’ 

Meanwhile, the costs of wind and solar 
power have dropped as much as 75 percent 
over the last decade, and are now com- 
petitive with nuclear and fossil-fuel energy. 
Utility wath already consider wind

and solar power in their ‘‘acceptable’’ cost 
range for intermediate and peakload 
power. When the cost of cleaning up the 
radioactive pollutants in the air and water 
are added to the ever-expanding nuclear 
bill (which the feds currently refuse to do), 
renewable energy becomes a downright 
bargain for the country. 

But like most technologies, developing 
renewable energy takes a lot of money up 
front, and so far the feds are giving most 
of the cash to the nuclear industry. Fund- 
ing for renewable energy has been slashed 
from about $718 million in 1980 to $114 in 
1989, while the nuclear industry received 
about $609 million in 1989. 

With the necessary public support for 
development, says SECC Director Scott 
Denman, renewable energy can become a 
practical energy solution for the 1990s.

KOPP DEMANDS 
$14 MILLION CUT 
INGARBAGE RATES 


SAN FRANCISCO’S scavenger com- | 
panies have been collecting millions of 
dollars in excessively high rates, State 
Senator Quentin Kopp (I-SF) charged at a 
Monday, Feb. 19th press conference. 

Many of the companies’ questionable 
practices first came to public attention 
through articles in the Bay Guardian 
(6/21/73, 3/1/89, 3/8/89). 

To remedy these overcharges, Kopp 
announced that he and a group of other 
community leaders have filed an unprece- 
dented Citizens’ Rate Application, calling 
for a $14-million-a-year reduction in 
garbage-collection rates and another $34 
million in rebates for past overcharges. 

The city’s garbage-collection com- 
panies, Sunset Scavenger (for residential 
customers) and Golden Gate Disposal 
(for commercial customers) have used a 
variety of ‘“‘accounting gimmicks’’ to 
charge customers millions of dollars more 
than the ‘‘legitimate costs of collecting 
garbage”’ since 1987, Kopp charged. That 
was the year parent company Norcal took 
over both firms; the takeover process, 
Kopp said, ‘‘generated a mquntain of 
corporate debt,’’ for which ratepayers are 
now being charged. 

In addition, Sunset counts its payments 
to its employee stock-ownership plan as a 
labor expense, rather than taking them 
out of profits. (Rates are set to cover 
operating expenses plus 9.5 percent profit 
— so the more the companies can count 
as operating expenses, the more they get 
to charge). 

Kopp also cited other ‘‘accounting gim- 
micks’’: payments by Sunset and Golden 
Gate to Norcal for ‘‘consultation’”’ and 
counting as a loss the ‘“phony depre- 
ciation’”’ of the value of their 1932° 
city franchises. Including these phony 
expenses has made San Francisco’s gar- 
bage-collection rates among the highest in 
the area, according to a Bay Guardian 
survey (see ‘‘The Scavenger Scandals,”” 
3/8/89). 

The application for a rate reduction — 
the first, Kopp said, ever filed by private 
citizens — will be considered by the city’s 
three-member Rate Board, chaired by 
Chief Administrative Officer Rudolf . 
Nothenberg and including the controller 
and general manager of the Public Util- 
ities Commission. 


Coincidentally, Nothenberg is a long- 
time friend of state Assembly Speaker 
Willie L. Brown, who has worked as an 
attorney for a Norcal subsidiary, Tri- 
County Development Company, and may 
have used his legislative influence to 
smooth the way for a planned Tri-County 
landfill in Solano County (see Bay 
Guardian 3/1/89). 

Now that the rate application is filed, 
the Public Utilities Commission must 
hold a hearing within 30 days; the Rate 
Board then has six months to make a 
decision.

‘THESECRET 
CASUALTY IN 
THE JESUIT 
MURDER CASE 


SAN SALVADOR 


ANOTHER CASUALTY has emerged in 
the case of the six Jesuit priests murdered 
last year in El Salvador. He is a U.S. 
military advisor who learned of the 
Salvadoran military role in the murders, 
but sat on the information for about 12 
days before informing U.S. Embassy 
officials. After finally coming clean, he 
suffered a nervous breakdown and was 
transferred back to the states, according 
to sources close to the U.S. Embassy. 
The embassy has been very secretive 
about just what happened to the advisor. 
In fact, embassy Press Officer Jefferson 
Brown refused even to release his name. 


‘However, friends of the advisor and 


other sources close to the embassy have 
identified him as Major Eric Buckland. 
The case of Major Buckland is the latest 
incident in an embassy murder investiga- 
tion that is already highly suspect. In 
December, El Salvador’s archbishop 
lashed out at the embassy and the FBI for 
“‘harrassing’’ the only eye-witness to the

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murders and forcing her to recant her tes- 
timony. The witness, a Salvadoran house- 
keeper, had pinned the killings on the 
U.S.-backed Salvadoran military. 

Buckland’s 12-day cover-up casts fur- 
ther doubt on the embassy’s willingness 
to get to the bottom of this case. Despite 
the arrests of a Salvadoran colonel and 
other officers on charges that they 
murdered the Jesuits, it is widely sus- 
pected here among sources close to the in- 
vestigation that the army High Command 
ordered the killings. However, Brown 
said the embassy has no evidence that the 
military’s top brass was involved. 

The Buckland affair hasn’t made head- 
lines across the country because the 
media made a deal with the Pentagon to 
keep the advisor’s name a secret, Major 
Kathy Wood, press officer at the Depart- 
ment of Defense, told the Bay Guardian. 
“Both the New York Times and 
Newsweek had the name of this officer 
and other personal data and made a gen- 
tlemen’s agreement with the Pentagon 
not to use that information,’’ she said. 

Reporters at the Times and Newsweek 
told the Bay Guardian that there wasn’t a 
“‘gentlemen’s agreement,’’ but the fact 
remains that no mainstream media outlet 
has printed or aired Buckland’s 
name and story. 

“Initially the name was received under 
difficult circumstances,’’ Lindsey Gruson 
of the Times told the Bay Guardian. ‘‘I 
chose not to use the name [because] I felt 
sorry for the guy. I heard he was having 
serious emotional problems back in the 
states and I didn’t feel it would add any- 
thing to the story.’’ Gruson added that the 
Washington Post and the Miami Herald 
also received information about Buckland 
under ‘‘difficult’’ circumstances, which 
he refused to elaborate on. 

According to official accounts, 
Buckland’s troubles began in El Salva- 
dor, when he was told by his close friend, 
Colonel Carlos Aviles, that the Salvadoran 


military, and in particular one Colonel 
Guillermo Benavides, was responsible for 
killing the priests. Brown said that the 
advisor kept the information to himself 
because he didn’t want to ‘‘betray the 
confidence of the Salvadoran colonel 

who gave him the information. It was a 
classic moral dilemma.”’ 

Buckland’s motives may become more 
clear when he testifies in the near future 
before Congress at the request of U.S. 
Representative Joe Moakley (D-Mass.). 

More scandalous than Buckland’s 
delay, however, were the actions of em- 
bassy officials once they learned of 
Benavides’ alleged role in the killing from 
Buckland. Brown said the embassy went 
directly to the army High Command with 
the evidence. In other words, the embassy 
handed the evidence over to the suspects. 

Brown said the embassy had to pass the 
information to the High Command be- 
cause that was the organization conduct- 
ing the investigation. 

The High Command called Aviles 
in for an interrogation and forced him to 
recant his statement to Buckland. The 
embassy, in turn, put the pressure on 
Buckland, and forced him to take a lie- 
detector test, Brown said. 

In the end, the army arrested 
Benavides and his underlings. As for 
Buckland, the stress of the moment appar- 
ently cracked his nerves and sent him 
home. Brown said Buckland will not be 
returning to El Salvador. Aviles, who had 
been scheduled to go to the prestigious 
post of military attache in Washington in 
early January, had his appointment with- 
drawn. Many believe his career is 
destroyed. 

Despite widespread suspicion that top 
military officials ordered the murders, it 
is unlikely that they will be uncovered, 
since the embassy has cast a chill over 
the entire investigation. Other witnesses 
may not risk coming forward with infor- 
mation, because, like Buckland, they 
know the consequences can be severe.

DISASTER 
OF THE WEEK 


The San Francisco Chronicle 
weighed in Sunday with a 
lengthy editorial on the 
Mission Bay development 
plan. Not surprisingly, the boys 
over at the Chron gave the 


development plan a nod of 
approval. They liked fe 


/ 


they liked its scope, th¢y liked 
its huge amounts of office 
space. 

They liked the effect the 
development would have on 
the paper's real-estate 
holdings south of Market. 

Mission Bay is a $2 billion, 
315-acre office and housing 
development that has been in 
formation for 20 years. 

Mayor Art Agnos’s Mission 
Bay plan, released to the 
public on Jan. 31st, would 
incorporate some 6 million 
square feet of office and retail 
space, a 500-room hotel and 
8,000 housing units, homes for 
pe 16,000 people. About 

4,000 people would work in 
the development's planned 
commercial space. 

By those figures, 8,000 
workers at Mission Bay will 
have to find housing 
elsewhere in San Francisco — 
or commute to the city on 
already overcrowded 
freeways. But worse, 

87 percent of Mission Bay 
workers will not be able to 
afford two-thirds of the so- 
Called “‘affordable housing.” 
The net impact of Mission Bay 
would be to exacerbate the 
area's already disastrous 
shortage of affordable 
housing. 

So what do the Chronicle 
seers find to criticize in the 
Mission Bay plan? The 
affordable housing element. 
Calling subsidized housing ‘‘a 
troubling aspect’’ of the 
development, the editorial 
says the plan's 37 percent 
subsidized housing is “too 
high,” and would create a 

“bureaucratic straitjacket” 
with its “unbalanced formula.” 

The Chronicle apparently 
fears that the developer, Santa 
Fe Pacific Realty, one of the 
country’s largest property 
owners,may be economically 
endangered by the presence 
of subsidized housing on the 
site. “It will serve to retard the 
financial dynamism of Mission 
Bay's future,” the editorial 
argues. 

Just consider what the 
Chronicle is advocating here. 
More housing at prices that 
few people can afford. More 
commuters forced to live 
hours away, coming into the 
city each day to staff Mission 
Bay's offices. More pressure 
on the lower ends of the 
housing market, forcing prices 
up and people out onto the 
streets. That means more 
homeless, something the boys 
at Fifth and Mission are 
probably a bit sick of 
these days. 

The political message of the 
editorial is clear. The 
Chronicle does not want any 
goddamn housing activists 
fighting for more housing on 
the site. This editorial was an 
attempt to cut off any such 
discussions before they begin. 

Because that's the way the 
Chronicle wants it.

Vacancy control I 


IN THE WAKE of the Feb. 5th vacancy- 
control vote at the Board of Supervisors, 
the two key votes — Supervisors Willie 
Kennedy and Wendy Nelder — took a bit 
of well-deserved (if unusual) abuse in the 
daily press. 

First there were stories about the large 
influx of campaign contributions from 
the real-estate industry in the three 
months before their fateful votes — the 
very three months that passed between 
Nelder’s decision to delay the legislation 
at the Land Use committee and the actual 
board vote. 

Both Nelder and Kennedy have vehe- 
mently denied that the real-estate 
industry’s money had anything to do with 
their votes. 

Nelder called the charge ‘‘absurd.’’ 

Kennedy said she was not aware of who 
gave her money. 

Then, on Feb. 16th, Chronicle colum- 
nist Jon Carroll poked crab-nebulae-sized 
holes in both supervisors’ denials. 

In a column entitled ‘‘Our Miss Wendy 
Gets Absurd,’ Carroll noted that it was 
not at all absurd to think that Nelder’s 
vote might have been influenced by the 
real-estate industry’s cash. ‘‘If you’re a 
politician who changes her mind after 
getting a hefty chunk of money, the ball 
is in your court,’’ Carroll noted. 

That was his jab. The crossing left 
hook that KO’d Nelder was Carroll’s ob- 
servation that the people Nelder’s vote 
betrayed — the people that had voted for 
Nelder because of her prior support of 
vacancy control — might be concerned 
about Nelder’s reversal. ‘‘Calling their 
fears ‘absurd’ is insulting,’’ Carroll said. 

Kennedy took her lumps too. Noting 
Kennedy had been quoted as saying, ‘‘I 
don’t even know who gives me what,”’ in 
response to charges her vote had been 
bought, Carroll commented, “‘If that is 
true, she’s America’s stupidist politician; 
if that’s not true, well, she’s a liar.’’ 

And now Nelder is running for assessor 
against her fellow supervisor, Richard 
Hongisto. 

For that race, Nelder will have gobs of 
real-estate money, since real-estate people 
fear Hongisto and his independent 
nature. And the assessor’s job pays more 
than $90,000 a year — almost as much as 
a deputy mayor. 

The campaign will in all probability be 
extremely dirty. Nelder will attempt to 
smear Hongisto, who will undoubtedly 
return the favor. Support from the real- 
estate lobby for the assessor’s race was 
likely part of the package that convinced 
Nelder to reverse her vote on vacancy 
control. 

She has attempted to wiggle out of the 
issue by saying the legislation was flawed 
— but why in hell didn’t she say anything 
to anyone about her reservations? 

You’ll have to ask Wendy about that. 
I'd rather not. 

A final question: Does Wendy Nelder 
remind anyone but me of Dana Carvey’s 
Saturday Night Live character, the 
Church Lady? 

I can just see Nelder, as the Church 
Lady, responding to Mayor Art Agnos’s 
decision to pull her father, Al, off the 
Police Commission. ‘‘Could it be that 
Mayor Agnos is. ..SATAN?’’ 


Vacancy control Il 
SUPERVISOR JIM Gonzalez took a big 
whack from San Francisco Weekly editor 
Marcelo Rodriguez for his vote against 
vacancy control. 


Rodriguez correctly noted that 
Gonzalez had supported vacancy control 
when he ran for state Senate in 1986, but 
reversed his position this time around. 

Not surprising. Gonzalez has been a 
shill for the real-estate industry ever since 
he was elected. 

But at the Feb. 7th meeting of the 
board, where the vote came down, 
Gonzalez’s behavior was particularly 
galling. He repeatedly questioned 
Supervisor Terence Hallinan about con- 
flict-of-interest rules, and forced Hallinan 
not to vote on the issue. 

Hallinan was fighting to vote for 
vacancy control despite potential conflicts 
— his family owns rental property in 
which he has an interest. 

Gonzalez was apparently well coached 
by the real-estate lobby on what questions 
to raise. It is no coincidence that 
Gonzalez has been frequently seen in the 
company of real-estate consultant Jack 
Davis, who masterminded the defeat of 
vacancy control. 

But imagine that. A supervisor fighting 
to vote on a controversial issue. 

Rodriguez’s blast at Gonzalez 
prompted a swift response. Last 
Wednesday, when the story appeared, 
Gonzalez called Rodriguez and began 
screaming at him about the article. ‘‘He 
was furious, he was swearing at me, and 
finally said he wanted to meet me face to 
face, man to man,”’ Rodriguez said. 

At that point, according to Rodriguez, 
Gonzalez said he was on his way to the 
Weekly’s offices and hung up. Sure 
enough, minutes later Gonzalez showed 
up, and presented Rodriguez with a 
bouquet of flowers. But not until he had 
called Rodriguez a ‘‘self-loathing 
Latino.”’ 

Without getting into the lameness of 
that particular insult, it should be noted 
that Gonzalez has also called this office 
and tried his hard-ass routine on me when 
he didn’t like the tone of the coverage. 

Besides suggesting that I am a well- 
known bodily orifice, Gonzalez also sug- 
gested that I perform an anatomically 
impossible act upon myself.

Service strike: happyish end 
WORKERS AT the San Francisco 
Association for Retarded Citizens are 
back on the job after a three-week strike 
that won them a 3.5 percent pay raise 
over the next two years. Although the 
raise fell short of the 5 percent the 
workers, members of Social Services 
Union Local 535, originally demanded, 
union representative Craig Dalrymple 
said they are ‘satisfied that we got as 
good a settlement as we could. With the 
budget, we had to be realistic.’” Agency 
Director Patricia Kemerling also said she 
was pleased with the strike settlement, 
and agreed that the main source of the 
workers’ — and the agency’s — financial 
problems was the low level of state fund- 
ing for social services, specifically services 
to the retarded. State funding for the 
agency, which provides services, jobs. and 
training for San Francisco’s retarded 
adults, has been cut by 1 percent a year 
for the last five years, and the new 
proposed budget includes more cuts.

THE C-MINUS MAYOR 


Halfway through his term, Art Agnos is failing to live up to his campaign promises. If he wants 
to make his grassroots constituency happy, he needs to show a lot of improvement. .

OLITICIANS ALWAYS 

make impressive campaign 

promises, but once they get 

elected, many of those prom- 

ises turn out to be little more 

than what they were on the campaign 
trail: hot air. 

In 1987, when he was a candidate for 

mayor of San Francisco, Art Agnos 

took a bold and risky step: He pub- 


lished a detailed written platform, a_ 


description of what he wanted to ac- 
complish as the city’s chief executive. It 
was distributed in the form of a book, 
titled Getting Things Done. 

The book was a major success, and it 
helped vault Agnos to the front of the 
pack. San Franciscans apparently were 
tired of hot air, and they liked the idea 
- of a candidate who would put his 
promises in writing. 

We liked the idea, too. In fact, we 
liked it so much we kept a copy of the 
book — and two years later, halfway 
through his term, we have pulled it off 
the shelf and taken a look at how the 
promises of Candidate Agnos compare 
to the accomplishments of Mayor 
Agnos. 

It’s a decidedly mixed report card. 
Agnos has, indeed, fulfilled some of his 
promises — but he’s failed to fulfill 
many more. What follows is a detailed 


promise-versus-performance review on 
the major issues that made up the 


’ Agnos campaign platform. 


Our report lacks responses from the 
mayor. That’s because he refused com- 
pletely to respond to our questions in 
person, on tape or in writing (see 
sidebar). 


PLANNING, 
HOUSING AND 
THE NEIGHBOR- 
HOODS 


MORE THAN anything else, Art 
Agnos ran in 1987 as a candidate for the 
neighborhoods. He adopted as his own 
the progressive neighborhood agenda: 
Downtown-development limits, district 
elections, affordable housing and 
vacancy control were major themes in 
his campaign, and his promises 
brought forth an army of neigh- 
borhood volunteers who were central 
to his victory. 

Two years later, his record on those 
issues is mediocre, at best. 


PROMISE: ‘‘Creating more hous- 
ing that average working people 
can afford is a must’’ (Gerting 
Things Done, p. 37). 

The first major housing and 
development project that Agnos has 
been able to negotiate and shape is Mis- 
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sion Bay. There, if anywhere, the 
mayor should have demonstrated his 
administration’s determination to 
make affordable housing a priority. 
But in terms of affordable housing, 
the Agnos Mission Bay plan, carved 
out in a series of private meetings with 
Santa Fe Pacific Realty Corporation, is 
not that much different from the plan 
put forth by his predecessor, Dianne 


“Feinstein. 


Under Feinstein, Mission Bay would 


have had 7,200 housing units. Under * 


Agnos’s plan, it would have 8,000. 
Under Agnos, 3,000 of those units 
would be deemed ‘‘affordable.’’ But 
affordable to whom? Not, it turns out, 
to most of the people who would even- 
tually work in the development. 

According to Planning Department 
projections, about three-quarters of 
Mission Bay’s 24,000-person work 
force would earn less than $40,000 a 
year. That would be too little to afford 
1,000 of the 3,000 ‘‘affordable’’ hous- 
ing units. Another 1,000 ‘‘affordable’’ 
housing units would be accessible to 
families making $60,000 a year, anc the 
last 1,000 units of ‘‘affordable’’ hous- 
ing would be ‘‘affordable’’ to families 
making $80,000 a year. 

The remaining 5,000 would be 
market rate, and beyond the financial 
reach of many of Mission Bay’s per- 
manent employees. 


According to community activist 
Calvin Welch, the Agnos Mission Bay 
Plan would do little to offset the scar- 
city of affordable housing in the city. 
‘Basically, this plan is identical to 
Dianne Feinstein’s,’’ he told the Bay 
Guardian. ‘‘It perpetuates the hu- 
mongously bad jobs-to-affordable- 
housing imbalance in the city.”’ 


PROMISE: ‘‘[The San Francisco 
Redevelopment Agency] must 
make affordable housing its 
number one priority’’ (p. 33). 

According to a Jan. 17, 1990 Draft 
Six Month Work Plan from the 
Redevelopment Agency’s Housing 
Production and Management Divi- 
sion, during the Agnos administration 
the agency has approved plans for 
1,964 new housing units. Of those, 
1,271 — 65 percent — will be market- 
rate. Only 550 — 28 percent — will be 
affordable to families making less 
than $40,000 a year. 

While the Agnos Redevelopment 
Agency is building more total housing 
units than the Feinstein agency did, 
the percentage of affordable housing 
is down from previous years. During 
Feinstein’s last five years, the 
Redevelopment Agency built 1,642 
housing units; 657, or 40 percent, were 
affordable for low-income families. 

Obviously, building affordable 
housing is difficult and expensive fora 
city. With federal subsidies declining 
more every year and with the huge 
budget deficit he inherited, the mayor 
had a tough challenge on his hands. 
But he promised he would find ways to 
meet it. 


PROMISE: ‘‘A recent study 
shows San Francisco could pro- 
duce $420 million in ten years and 
generate five to six times that 
amount to subsidize new afford- 
able housing through the is- 
suance of [Redevelopment Agen- 
cy] bonds’”’ (p.33). 

To date, the Agnos Redevelopment 
Agency has issued $10 ° million in 
bonds. Feinstein appropriated $10 
million directly from the General 
Fund for affordable housing. 

Building new housing is never 
enough, and a key part of the Agnos 
campaign’s affordable-housing plat- 
form was preserving the existing af- 
fordable housing stock. 


PROMISE: ‘‘An essential element 
of an affordable housing plan is 
preserving the existing stock of 
reasonably-priced homes and 
apartments in San Francis- 
co... .If elected officials will on- 
ly play the role of the mediator and 
negotiator through direct ag- 
gressive involvement, real pro- 
gress can be made in producing 
more affordable housing for San 
Francisco”’ (p. 30). 

For Candidate Agnos, a key part of 
affordable-housing preservation was 
extending rent controls to vacant 
apartments. But it took two years fora 
vacancy-control measure to reach the 
Board of Supervisors — and when it 
did, the supervisors voted it down. 

Agnos isn’t entirely to blame for the 


board’s action, but compared to some 
other issues (like the Giants’ lease 
agreement at Candlestick), he kept a 
surprisingly low profile and did little 
heavy-duty lobbying. ‘‘He did not do 
any lobbying like what he did for his 
little ballpark plan,’’ Paul Boden, 
coordinator of the Coalition on the 
Homeless, told the Bay Guardian. 


PROMISE: ‘‘I will strengthen pro- 
visions against the demolition of 
sound buildings for specula- 
tion... .1 will review and amend 
zoning and planning codes to en- 
sure new development is appro- 
priate and consistent with ex- 

isting size and density”’ (p.32). 
According to one of Agnos’s 
strongest critics, land-use attorney 
Sue Hestor, the mayor has made some 
real progress in these areas. ‘‘He has 
certainly strengthened demolition 
regulations,’’ she said. And the

E’VE BEEN trying for 
more than three weeks 
now to get the mayor of 


San Francisco to respond to our 
questions about his performance 
over the past two years. It’s beena 
frustrating experience. In late Jan- 
uary, Managing Editor Tim Red- 
mond asked Deputy Press Secre- 
tary Art Silverman about arrang- 
ing an interview, and Silverman 
said he would call back.

We sent the questions by fax Feb. 
14th, asking for a response by the 
19th. Silverman promised to send 
the answers by that day. 

On Saturday, Feb. 17th, 
Silverman was contacted in his of- 
fice, and he said he was working on 
a response. He assured us it would 
be available Monday, despite the 
federal holiday. 

But at 3:30 pm Feb. 19th, 
Silverman told us the mayor would 
not respond to our written ques- 
tions, either. He said the mayor’s 

. comments on his record would ap- 
pear in a new version of his cam- 
paign book, Getting Things Done, 
that was slated for release Feb. 
20th, at 4:30 pm — just after the 
Bay Guardian had gone to press.

Free press cautiously emerges in Chile

VERY MORNING, when I was in Santiago to cover 
FE cv: elections last December, I walked two blocks 

past small bakeries and enjoyed the aroma of baking 
bread. It was an appetizer before my main course, served 
up at the local news stand. 

The bright blue wood-frame shack, which displayed San- 
tiago’s eight dailies, was surrounded by locals who perused 
each front page, deciding which paper to buy before 
boarding a bus to work. 

In Chile, readers can select a viewpoint when they buy a 
paper. That’s because press opposition to the government 
is once again tolerated, though the majority of papers still 
parrot the party line. 

The slow decay of General Augusto Pinochet’s rule in 
Chile and the election of Christian Democrat Patricio 
Aylwin as president accounts for a more diverse and critical 
press. And historically, it seems that the battle for an in- 
dependent press has paralleled the country’s 16-year strug- 
gle for democracy. 

In 1970, when Chileans chose Salvador Allende as South 
America’s first elected Marxist president, media of all po- 
litical stripes thrived. With CIA backing, El Mercurio, the 
country’s largest circulation daily, helped destabilize 
Allende and pave the way for Pinochet’s 1973 coup. The 
military immediately imposed censorship on all media. 

In the late ’70s, two opposition magazines, Apsi and 
Analisis, braved Pinochet’s repressive rule and started pub- 
lishing. But Apsi published only articles on international af- 
fairs until the 1980s. The government frequently censored 
both magazines and temporarily closed them at various 
times, while allowing no opposition dailies. 

Oscar Sepulveda, now political editor at an opposition 
daily, La Epocha, recalls his experiences as a cub reporter at 
a pro-government daily in the late ’70s. ‘‘All parties were 
banned,’’ says Sepulveda, ‘‘so we couldn’t write that they 
still existed. I only interviewed ’ex’s. For example, I wrote 
about Patricio Aylwin, the ex-president of the ex-Christian 
Democratic Party. Wewere prohibited from writing about 
certain other topics altogether.’’ 

But after mass protests against the regime in 1980 and 
again in 1983-5, the opposition movement opened up great- 
er political space, including more press freedoms. By 1986 
the government lifted direct military censorship and in 1987 
La Epocha began publication. While not formally aligned 
with any political party, La Epocha often reflects the views 
of the Christian Democratic Party. 

Today, five of Santiago’s dailies are pro-government; 
another is owned by the government; two are in opposition. 

El Mercurio has opened up its pages somewhat these 
days, reporting on all the press conferences of opposition 
parties, for example. But when it comes to dicey domestic 
issues such as Chile’s own human-rights abuses, El 
Mercurio bows to the powers that be. When police beat up 
demonstrators who were demanding freedom for all polit- 
ical prisoners on the day after the election, the paper 
reported only the police version of events. 

By contrast, both La Epocha and Fortin Mapocho, 
another opposition daily, ran the U.S. explanation of the 
invasion, but also used non-U.S. wire services to piece 
together amore accurate picture of events. While criticizing 
General Manuel Noriega, their articles emphasized the 
popular Panamanian resistance to the invasion, and the op- 
position of all Latin American governments. But like El 
Mercurio, La Epocha can be cowardly in its domestic 
coverage, as with its pro-police coverage of the political- 
prisoner protests. La Epocha’s reporters quoted only 
police sources justifying their use of tear gas and water can- 
non against hundreds of demonstrators. 

When it comes to the broadcast media, pro-government 
bureaucrats still control all TV and all but one radio sta- 
tion’s news. While all TV stations carried a horribly boring 


announcement from Pinochet after the election, not a 
single station carried President-elect Aylwin’s victory 
speech live, although he delivered it to a crowd of 750,000 
people. 

Despite growing press freedom, the government still has 
the right to censor all media; other laws prohibit media ‘‘ex- 
cesses.’’ For many years the government said calling 
Pinochet a dictator was such an ‘“‘excess.’’ A clause in the 
Chilean constitution bans the Communist Party, and the 
regime has jailed reporters for mentioning that party’s 
name in print. 

“We have a series of anti-democratic press laws that still 
hang over our heads,’’ says Sepuiveda. ‘‘They must all be 
abolished when Congress convenes in the spring.” 

Ironically, the country’s right-wingers are now among 
the strongest backers of press reform. With a new Christian 
Democratic president, they fear government censorship 
could be directed at them. But no one is sure which laws will 
change, and whether the press will be bold enough to throw 
off the lingering heritage of Pinochet’s years. 

Press freedom, like democracy in general, still has a long 
way to go in Chile. 


AND WHAT ABOUT THIS: Since returning from 
Santiago, I’m once again reminded of the racist double 
standard of the Bay Area media. As the reporting vividly 
shows, the white press hypes the tragedies that beset white 
and wealthy people, and buries the tragedies of minorities. 

All the Bay Area dailies extensively covered the April 19, 
1989, attack by a group of black youths against a white, 
woman, Wall Street banker. When asked why they did it, 
some of the youths said they were ‘‘wilding,’’ engaging in 
random violence for no particular reason. 

On January 12, 1990, in Newark, California, authorities 
say 13 youths beat and murdered a young Chicano in a sim- 
ilar wilding incident. The 13 mostly Latino and Filipino 
youths went cruising, looking for a particular student to 
beat up. Unable to find him, they selected 15-year-old 
Alejandro Calderon, beat, stabbed and murdered him in 
front of a convenience store. Calderon had no known gang 
affiliations, nor did he do anything to provoke the assault. 

The Chronicle ran 18 stories mentioning the New York 
incident last year, but virtually ignored the Newark case, 
running only two short news articles. The Fremont Argus 
carried the Newark story regularly; the Examiner ran four 
stories, including an excellent Feb. 4th Sunday feature by 
Candy Cooper. 

As Examiner reporter Cooper told Press Box, ‘‘The 
main difference is the race question. Maybe people would 
have responded if it had been a white, middle class 
woman.”” 


AND THIS: Speaking of media racism, readers may re- 
member my Press Box column of April 5, 1989, criticizing 
the Bay Guardian for not hiring any people of color as ed- 
itors or reporters. The Bay Guardian recently hired four 
new editors, one of whom is Latina; three are women. Of 11 
editorial staffers, that Latina is the only ethnic minority. I 
think it’s positive that the Guardian hired a Latina editor 
and now has more women’s voices in the editorial depart- 
ment. But at this rate, the Guardian will remain mostly 
white well into the next century. 

Managing Editor Tim Redmond says he actively tried to 
hire more minority editors, but ‘‘several qualified minority 
candidates got snapped up by higher-paying media before 
we could even finish the interviews.’’ He says the Guardian 
is recruiting minority interns to be promoted as reporters 
from within. I wouldn’t accept that argument from the 
mainstream media or the Guardian.

Nicaragua's 


Longest Week 


Having made the tough transition from a guerrilla army to a sophisticated 
electoral party, the Sandinistas hope a victory at the polls, February 25,

MANAGUA 


OTERS ALWAYS want the 

same things; politicians 

always promise they’ll pro- 

vide them. Peace. Econom- 

ic security. Personal and 
family safety. All national, and most 
local, elections revolve around some 
variation of these issues. 

Next, Sunday’s election in 
Nicaragua is no different. Peace is a 
major issue — the electorate is war- 
weary, after 15 (or, for some, 50) years 
of conflict. Economics is a daily pre- 
occupation — Nicaraguans have lost 
83 percent of their purchasing power 

-over the past ten years. Safety is a con- 
stant worry — burglaries are epidemic 
in Managua, second only to slash-and- 
grab incidents on the inhumanly 
crowded buses. 

Politicians are, as always, claiming 
they’ve got a cure. The Sandinistas’ 
campaign has put forth, with singular 
focus, their principal arguments: A 
vote for them means an end to war, a 
beginning of resource re-allocation 
for rebuilding the economy, reaffir- 


mation of national independence and 
consequent reversal of social deteri- 
oration. 

Opposition parties, especially the 
U.S.-funded*UNO coalition, say 
they’ve got a cure, too. Get rid of the 
Sandinistas and their centralized, neo- 
Marxist economics. Peace will then ar- 
rive, with no need for unpopular com- 
pulsory military service — a major 
cause of discontent, and exile. With 
the Sandinistas and the war gone, ex- 
iled Nicaraguans, and the money they 
took with them, will return, bringing 
prosperity. : 

These are the gut-level polar op- 
posites of the campaign. It is between 
some variation of them that Nicar- 
agua’s 1,750,000 registered voters are 
making up their minds this week. But, 
as British politician Harold Wilson 
said (in his lone memorable aphorism) 
a week is a long time in politics. And 
the week a campaign comes to an end 
is the longest week of all. 


F THERE’S movement at all 
among the voters, it’s probably in 
the direction of the opposition, 
which, although riddled with per- 
sonal and ideological conflicts, 


will force the United States to end its aggression 


represents change, and therefore hope 
for the better, in many undecided 
voters’ minds. But there’s a less con- 
ventional reason why this week may 
prove to be critical. 

_ So far, the campaign has been with- 
out major incident — although in a 
country at war, the definition of ‘‘ma- 
jor -incident”’ is relative. Dozens of 
people have died in events that seem 
somewhat related to the election. 
There have been lots of fistfights. 
Vandalism of campaign posters and 
party offices is widespread. But none 
of this seems to be systematic or 
organized. 

One does not have to be a paranoid 
conspiracy theorist, however, to im- 
agine greater, and‘better organized, 
destabilizing efforts. One scenario 
revolves around a faction of UNO — 
from which presidential candidate 
Violeta Chamorro seems to be distan- 
cing herself — that has always claimed 
the Sandinistas will somehow steal the 
election. 

Things could turn ugly on election 
night if gangs of UNO supporters de- 
cide to act on this conviction and try to 
interfere with the ballot counting. Or 
to pull out their own assigned poll 


watchers, and then claim fraud. 
(There are 4,392 polling places in Ni- 
caragua, far too many for adequate 
international observation to take 
place at each of them.) 

The ugly concept of candidate — 
not just character — assassination has 
also been raised recently, by UNO 
vice-presidential candidate Virgilio 
Godoy. Sandinista President Daniel 
Ortega quickly took up the challenge 
of what the Sandinistas interpreted as 
a death threat, and a headline-grab- 
bing war of words ensued. Given the 
country’s turbulence and almost total 
lack of security for candidates, such 
an event is far from impossible. 

Scenarios of ballot-stealing and 
assassination seem to fit with much of 
the campaign’s rhetoric, which has 
tended toward the messianic. Insofar 
as the major opposition faction, the 
U.S.-financed UNO, has succeeded, 
it’s been by instilling in its followers 
the conviction that opposing San- 
dinismo is an act of religious courage. 
The UNO folks portray Nicaragua as 
a gulag of secret prisons, midnight 
knocks on the door and threats to reli- 
gion and family. The citizens’ last 
recourse is this vote. 


UT EVEN though the UNO 
can coalesce discontent, and 
perhaps make a respectable 
showing at the polls, it can’t 
win. First, because Nicar- 
agua is far from being a totalitarian 
gulag. It’s as open a society as you’ ll 
encounter in a Third World country 
these days — witness the completely 
unrestricted campaign — and most 
voters know it. 

Second, as the Sandinistas have 
been gleefully pointing out in their 
dominant (although by no means 
monopolistic) media, UNO is a mess. 
UNO’s problems begin with its pres- 
idential candidate, the eccentric, 
60-year old widow of the country’s 
leading newspaper publisher, who was 
murdered by Somoza’s thugs in 1978 
while trying to organize a non-revolu- 
tionary alternative to the dictatorship. 

Dona Violeta Barrios de Chamorro 
is in poor health; she campaigns from 
a wheelchair. She’s a terrible public 
speaker — her texts are written out for 
her on scraps of paper which she 
fumbles awkwardly during her presen- 
tations. (Perhaps for this reason, 
UNO usually provides its audiences 
with inaudible sound systems.) Spon- 
taneous public appearances — like 
press conferences or debates — are 
banned by her advisers (though she 
has twice been scheduled for them, 
and then, with national TV audiences 
waiting, failed to show up). 

If Chamorro is a poor candidate, 
the electoral coalition behind her is 
even weaker. Under the Nicaraguan 
proportional electoral system, smaller 
parties stand little chance of getting 
their candidates elected to the Na- 
tional Assembly. The UNO is the only 
opposition party large enough to be 
sure of winning any seats. 

This explains why the UNO’s wildly 
disparate elements are lying together 
as fellows in its strange coalition- 
politics bed. The Communist Party is 
present, alongside unrepentant sup- 
porters of the Contras. Dissident 
Social Democrats march shoulder-to- 
shoulder with dissident Christian 
Democrats, their traditional enemies. 
Odd little political groups formed 
around individual politicians fill out 
the picture. 





HE SANDINISTA leader- 

ship is aware that govern- 

ments in power during a 

period of war and economic 

near-ruin have to expect 
some electoral chastisement. Yet it’s a 
risk the Sandinistas had to take. 
Typically, they’ve chosen to take it in 
a big, public way. 

Never has there been as scrutinized 
a process: 2,000 official observers 
from 27 organizations representing 11 
countries and three international 
organizations are on hand. At least 
1,000 other extra-official election 
watchers, from all over the world, 
have also crowded Managua’s few 
public spaces. More than 1,500 repre- 
sentatives of the news media will con- 
tribute their varied assessments. 

Why all this attention? One usually 
overlooked reason is that the San- 
dinista government sought it. Inter- 
nally, they needed the election to be a 
kind of cathartic celebration of the 
end of the Contra war. International- 
ly, the Sandinistas needed to impress 
the world with a clean victory, to en- 
sure the economic relief and develop- 
ment aid the country desperately 
needs. 

It is a mistake, however, to believe 
that the Sandinistas are running these 
elections merely to legitimize them- 
selves in the eyes of the Jimmy Carters 
and Felipe Gonzalezes of the world. 
Minimal scrutiny of the abundant 
writings by Sandinista leaders — the 
kind of scrutiny most international 
media mavens here will either avoid or 
misinterpret — shows that this gov- 
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recently passed South of Market Plan- 
ning District regulations meet Agnos’s 
promise. 

But Hestor said while Agnos sup- 
ported the plan, staff in the City Plan- 
ning Department were not always on 
board. ‘‘The problem is, the bureauc- 
racy still runs things,’’ Hestor said. 
Agnos did appoint three strong plan- 
ning commissioners, but they are con- 
tinually stifled by the presence of two 
ex-officio members, from the Chief 
Administrative Officer and the Public 
Utilities Commission. ‘‘The two ex- 
officio members always vote pro- 
development,’’ Hestor charged. 


PROMISE: ‘‘I would halt all new 
[Port of San Francisco] projects 
until guidelines for future plan- 
ning are developed; complete an 
intensive, professional examina- 
tion of all existing planning and 
project data on the Port and 
related neighborhood needs 
..» Priority in any development 
of Fisherman’s Wharf must be 
given to commercial fishing ac- 
tivities’’ (p.69). 

Two years into the Agnos ad- 
ministration, no comprehensive 
waterfront plan exists. The port has 
hired a consultant, Cresap General 
Management Consultants, to begin 
developing such a plan. The first step 
Cresap has taken is to poll various 
residents and businesses along the 
waterfront for input. 

But that process has angered some 
of Agnos’s backers in the area. ‘‘They 
have simply sent questionnaires to 
people asking ‘What do you want?’ ”’ 
said Chris Martin, manager of the 
Cannery and a strong Agnos sup- 
porter. ‘‘But it has not addressed the 
land-use issue.”’ 

Agnos also supported a proposed 
commercial aquarium at Fisherman’s 
Wharf, that would have had signifi- 
cant impact on the area’s traffic, open 
space and congestion. 


PROMISE: ‘‘I am the only can- 
didate that has consistently 
favored district elections of 
Supervisors. ...Requiring can- 
didates to campaign in 
districts not only will force them 
to respond more conscientiously 
to their constituents in particular 
neighborhoods, it will dramatical- 
ly cut the amount of campaign 
cash required to win elections’’ 
(p 48). ; 

Over the past two years, community 
leaders have continued to discuss and 
promote district elections, but, ac- 
cording to Welch, little has been forth- 
coming from the mayor’s office on the 
issue. ‘‘Right now we are working to 
mend fences out in the community,’’ 
he said. ‘‘But there have been no 
discussions with the Mayor’s Office 
on the issue. 


PUBLIC HEALTH 
AND SOCIAL 
SERVICES 


FEW PROBLEMS have been 
ore pressing over the past two years 
than the growing numbers of homeless 
on the streets. Agnos, a former social 
worker, had a strong position on the 
issue when he ran for mayor. 


PROMISE: ‘‘One of my goals as 
mayor will be to implement a pro- 
per case-management system 
that comprehensively addresses 
the problem of the homeless’’ 
(p. 65). 

Since taking office, Agnos has by 
no means ignored the problem. He has 
created a Homeless Task Force, which 
in turn created an impressive homeless 
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Mayor Agnos pitching the ballpark at a neighborhood meeting in Twin Peaks.

plan, entitled ‘‘Beyond Shelter.’’ The 
plan offers a wide variety of proposals 
to address the problems of chronic 
homelessness in San Francisco. 

But the plan will be expensive — it 
could cost the city between $20 million 
and $30 million. That money may be 
available someday, but it’s not 
available now; even the first phase 
doesn’t come on line until after this 
year. And housing advocates like 
Boden of the Homeless Coalition 
complain that Agnos has failed to pro- 
vide for the type of interim services 
needed to help the homeless before the 
grand plan gets under way. 

Boden pointed to post-earthquake 
cutbacks in the hotline program that 
placed homeless people in hotel 
rooms. Some of the cuts were neces- 
sary, he acknowledged, since the 
quake destroyed several hundred 
hotel rooms. But he said that more 
than 400 usable rooms have also been 
removed from the program. 

“They should have- been phasing 
out the program, not suddenly cutting 
it in the middle of winter,’’ Boden 
said. ‘‘Every room taken out of the 
shelter program should be replaced 
with a room of permanent housing.”’ 

The most important. public-health 
issue facing the city is AIDS. San 
Francisco has been hit harder by the 
AIDS epidemic than any city in the 
country except New York. As a can- 
didate, Agnos made clear that services 

_ for people with AIDS would be a 
priority of his administration. 


PROMISE: “‘I will. ..use my of- 
fice to press for federally funded 
pilot programs with San Francisco 
designated as a center for such 
projects — beginning with skilled 
nursing facilities, which we cur- 
rently lack... .1’ll pull together 
business, insurance and health- 
care leaders to address new treat- 
ment alternatives that can lower 
their costs. .../ will also make 
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passage of major AIDS legislation 
a top priority for the city’s lob- 
byists in Washington and Sacra- 
mento”’ (p. 45). 


Without a doubt, the Mayor’s Task 
Force on AIDS has put together an im- 
pressive plan. Nothing similar exists in 
any city in the country, and the city’s 
plan could be a blueprint for other 
communities across the nation. 

But can it be funded, and when will 
it take effect? 

According to the task force report, 
the 53-point plan will need anywhere 
between $137 million and $152 million 
in additional funding just this year if it 
is to be fully implemented. Most of the 
money, under the present scheme, 
would have to come from federal 
sources. 

Agnos has, as promised, enlisted 
the city’s congressional delegation, 
Nancy Pelosi and Barbara Boxer, to 
enact legislation that would provide 
such funding. But the federal budget 
process is extremely slow. 

Task force member Libby Dene- 
beim said the city has done a remark- 


* able job in responding to the crisis, 


and that should be encouraging. ‘‘We 
have a great deal to be awfully proud 
of in San Francisco,’ she said. ‘‘The 
community has come together won- 
derfully to provide services for people 
with AIDS and HIV.”’ 

But the task force must have con- 
tingency plans while waiting for 
federal funds. ‘‘The message of this 
plan, I believe, to the mayor is that we 
must hold the line and not cut any pro- 
grams,’’ Denebeim said. ‘‘We simply 
must address the issue of increasing 
numbers of people needing care with 
static or dwindling resources.”’ 

Denebeim also warned that waiting 
for federal funding could be 
disastrous. ‘‘What if the money does 
not come?’’ she asked. Denebeim 
argued the mayor must use his posi- 
tion to pull in money in the interim, 
and in case no federal funding arrives. 


OPEN 
GOVERNMENT 


ALTHOUGH HE didn’t include it 
in his book, on the campaign trail and 
in interviews with the Bay Guardian, 
Agnos repeatedly promised that his 
office would be more accessible to 
both the public and the press than 
Dianne Feinstein’s. 

Feinstein’s office was as inaccessi- 
ble as the Nixon White House. Agnos 
repeatedly promised things would be 
different. 

To date, Agnos’s record on open 
government has been dismal. 

After he was elected, Agnos began 
the process of appointing his commis- 
sioners by encouraging candidates for 
commission seats to apply with his of- 
fice. Some 900 people responded, 
many applying for several possible 
commission seats. 

The Bay Guardian requested a copy 
of the list of applicants, in order to 
compare it to Agnos’s actual choices. 
Agnos refused to provide the list, and 
the Bay Guardian was forced to sue. A 
local, judge refused to release the 
records. 

The San Francisco Independent has 
also had problems with accessibility in 
the Agnos administration. Repeated- 
ly, the Independent has been denied 
access to meetings of policy-making 
committees put together by the 
mayor. Agnos has repeatedly de- 
fended his right to close these doors. 

Agnos’s commissioners have also 
been less than scrupulous in observing 
Open Meetings laws. The Police Com- 
mission has on numerous occasions 
stepped over the line of legal meetings, 
according to experts in open- 
government law, and the practice does 
not appear to be abating. 

Agnos has also had his share of 
private meetings. For example, the 
massive Mission Bay plan has been 
negotiated almost entirely in secret 
over the course of the last two years. 


The plan was recently released, but 
now, with the mayor’s informal seal of 
approval, it will be very difficult to 
change that plan in any meaningful 
way. 


GOVERNMENT 
OPERATIONS 
AND FINANCE 


AGNOS KNEW that a lot of the 
social programs he was promising 
would cost money and that, in the 
post-Proposition 13 days, money 
would be hard to find. He promised to 
find new revenues for the city to help 
meet those costs. 


PROMISE: ‘‘More user fees and 
business taxes aren’t the answer. 
Another of my goals is to make 
San Francisco a hub for entrepren- 
eurial government. ...to make 
money which will pay for public 
services”’ (p. 35). 

There is one clear, obvious way for 
San Francisco to make money through 
‘“‘entrepreneurial government:’’ 
public power. Buying out PG&E and 
enforcing the Raker Act, the unique 
federal legislation that requires San 
Francisco to operate a public-power 
system at Hetch Hetchy, could bring 
in as much as $165 million a year in 
new revenue to the city, figures com- 
piled by the Bay Guardian have shown 
(see ‘‘The Raker Act Scandal: $165 
million a year and counting,’’ 
11/18/87). 

Agnos supported public power dur- 
ing his campaign and, in 1982, sup- 
ported Proposition K, which called 
for a feasibility study on buying out 
PG&E. But the minute he got into of- 
fice, he went down to PG&E’s head- 
quarters at the company’s call and 
soon sold out on the feasibility study 
(which he put forward in a half- 
hearted effort but never promoted) 
and on the 30-year PG&E-Hetch 
Hetchy contracts, which cost the city 
millions every year instead of bringing 
in money. 

Agnos had plenty of other options 
for raising new revenues, too — like a 
progressive business tax that would 
generate the most money from those 
who can most afford to pay (why do 
small businesses pay the same city 
business tax rate as Chevron and 
PG&E?) or cleaning up the Assessor’s 
Office, which is hemorrhaging 
millions of dollars a year in shoddy 
assessments of big businesses. But he 
ignored those possibilities, choosing 
instead to put new taxes on those who 
could afford it least. 


PROMISE: ‘‘I will. . .expand the 
existing auditors in the Con- 
troller’s Office into a City Auditor 
Controller General with the as- 
signment of aggressively target- 
ing waste and improving efficien- 
cy in city government. . . . [That 
office] can conduct performance 
audits to ensure local government 
agencies are doing their jobs pro- 
perly as required by law; com- 
prehensive financial audits to 
evaluate City Hall’s financial con- 
dition; and investigations into 
allegations of fraud or waste in 
the management of city pro- 
grams’”’ (p. 43). 

Clearly, after years of Feinstein 
neglect, such a move was called for. 
Agnos’s promise seemed, at the time, 
to be a strong call for better oversight 
of the city’s immense bureaucracy. 

But when we asked for specific in- 
formation concerning the audits, a 
new auditing department, or results of 
any audits, the mayor’s office refused 
to respond. 


PROMISE: “‘I’ll issue a Declara- 
tion of Interdependence with the 
Bay Area — so we can start to 
plan, think and problem-solve

Longest Week 


Having made the tough transition from a guerrilla army to a sophisticated 
electoral party, the Sandinistas hope a victory at the polls, February 25,

MANAGUA 


OTERS ALWAYS want the 

same things; politicians 

always promise they’ll pro- 

vide them. Peace. Econom- 

ic security. Personal and 
family safety. All national, and most 
local, elections revolve around some 
variation of these issues. 

Next Sunday’s election in 
Nicaragua is no different. Peace is a 
major issue — the electorate is war- 
weary, after 15 (or, for some, 50) years 
of conflict. Economics is a daily pre- 
occupation — Nicaraguans have lost 
83 percent of their purchasing power 
over the past ten years. Safety is a con- 
stant worry — burglaries are epidemic 
in Managua, second only to slash-and- 
grab incidents on the inhumanly 
crowded buses. 

Politicians are, as always, claiming 
they’ve got a cure. The Sandinistas’ 
campaign has put forth, with singular 
focus, their principal arguments: A 
vote for them means an end to war, a 
beginning of resource re-allocation 
for rebuilding the economy, reaffir- 


mation of national independence and 
consequent reversal of social deteri- 
oration. 

Opposition parties, especially the 
U.S.-funded*UNO coalition, say 


they’ve got a cure, too. Get rid of the ~ 


Sandinistas and their centralized, neo- 
Marxist economics. Peace will then ar- 
rive, with no need for unpopular com- 
pulsory military service — a major 
cause of discontent, and exile. With 
the Sandinistas and the war gone, ex- 
iled Nicaraguans, and the money they 
took with them, will return, bringing 
prosperity. 

These are the gut-level polar op- 
posites of the campaign. It is between 
some variation of them that Nicar- 
agua’s 1,750,000 registered voters are 
making up their minds this week. But, 
as British politician Harold Wilson 
said (in his lone memorable aphorism) 
a week is a long time in politics. And 
the week a campaign comes to an end 
is the longest week of all. 


F THERE’S movement at all 
among the voters, it’s probably in 
the direction of the opposition, 
which, although riddled with per- 
sonal and ideological conflicts, 


will force the United States to end its aggression 


represents change, and therefore hope 
for the better, in many undecided 
voters’ minds. But there’s a less con- 
ventional reason why this week may 
prove to be critical. 

So far, the campaign has been with- 
out major incident — although in a 
country at war, the definition of ‘‘ma- 
jor -incident’’ is relative. Dozens of 
people have died in events that seem 
somewhat related to the election. 
There have been lots of fistfights. 
Vandalism of campaign posters and 
party offices is widespread. But none 
of this seems to be systematic or 
organized. 

One does not have to be a paranoid 
conspiracy theorist, however, to im- 
agine greater, and’better organized, 
destabilizing efforts. One scenario 
revolves around a faction of UNO — 
from which presidential candidate 
Violeta Chamorro seems to be distan- 
cing herself — that has always claimed 
the Sandinistas will somehow steal the 
election. 

Things could turn ugly on election 
night if gangs of UNO supporters de- 
cide to act on this conviction and try to 
interfere with the ballot counting. Or 
to pull out their own assigned poll 


watchers, and then claim fraud. 
(There are 4,392 polling places in Ni- 
caragua, far too many for adequate 
international. observation to take 
place at each of them.) 

The ugly concept of candidate — 
not just character — assassination has 
also been raised recently, by UNO 
vice-presidential candidate Virgilio 
Godoy. Sandinista President Daniel 
Ortega quickly took up the challenge 
of what the Sandinistas interpreted as 
a death threat, and a headline-grab- 
bing war of words ensued. Given the 
country’s turbulence and almost total 
lack of security for candidates, such 
an event is far from impossible. 

Scenarios of ballot-stealing and 
assassination seem to fit with much of 
the campaign’s rhetoric, which has 
tended toward the messianic. Insofar 
as the major opposition faction, the 
U.S.-financed UNO, has succeeded, 
it’s been by instilling in its followers 
the conviction that opposing San- 
dinismo is an act of religious courage. 
The UNO folks portray Nicaragua as 
a gulag of secret prisons, midnight 
knocks on the door and threats to reli- 
gion and family. The citizens’ last 
recourse is this vote. 





UT EVEN though the UNO 

can coalesce discontent, and 

perhaps make a respectable 

showing at the polls, it can’t 

win. First, because Nicar- 
agua is far from being a totalitarian 
gulag. It’s as open a society as you'll 
encounter in a Third World country 
these days — witness the completely 
unrestricted campaign — and most 
voters know it. 

Second, as the Sandinistas have 
been gleefully pointing out in their 
dominant (although by no means 
monopolistic) media, UNO is a mess. 
UNO’s problems begin with its pres- 
idential candidate, the eccentric, 
60-year old widow of the country’s 
leading newspaper publisher, who was 
murdered by Somoza’s thugs in 1978 
while trying to organize a non-revolu- 
tionary alternative to the dictatorship. 

Dona Violeta Barrios de Chamorro 
is in poor health; she campaigns from 
a wheelchair. She’s a terrible public 
speaker — her texts are written out for 
her on scraps of paper which she 
fumbles awkwardly during her presen- 
tations. (Perhaps for this reason, 
UNO usually provides its audiences 
with inaudible sound systems.) Spon- 
taneous public appearances — like 
press conferences or debates — are 
banned by her advisers (though she 
has twice been scheduled for them, 
and then, with national TV audiences 
waiting, failed to show up). 

If Chamorro is a poor candidate, 
the electoral coalition behind her is 
even weaker. Under the Nicaraguan 
proportional electoral system, smaller 
parties stand little chance of getting 
their candidates elected to the Na- 
tional Assembly. The UNO is the only 
Opposition party large enough to be 
sure of winning any seats. 

This explains why the UNO’s wildly 
disparate elements are lying together 
as fellows in its strange coalition- 
politics bed. The Communist Party is 
present, alongside unrepentant sup- 
porters of the Contras. Dissident 
Social Democrats march shoulder-to- 
shoulder with dissident Christian 
Democrats, their traditional enemies. 
Odd little political groups formed 
around individual politicians fill out 
the picture. 


HE SANDINISTA leader- 

ship is aware that govern- 

ments in power during a 

period of war and economic 

near-ruin have to expect 
some electoral chastisement. Yet it’s a 
risk the Sandinistas had to take. 
Typically, they’ve chosen to take it in 
a big, public way. 

Never has there been as scrutinized 
a process: 2,000 official observers 
from 27 organizations representing 11 
countries and three international 
organizations are on hand. At least 
1,000 other extra-official election 
watchers, from all over the world, 
have also crowded Managua’s few 
public spaces. More than 1,500 repre- 
sentatives of the news media will con- 
tribute their varied assessments. 

Why all this attention? One usually 
overlooked reason is that the San- 
dinista government sought it. Inter- 
nally, they needed the election to be a 
kind of cathartic celebration of the 
end of the Contra war. International- 
ly, the Sandinistas needed to impress 
the world with a clean victory, to en- 
sure the economic relief and develop- 
ment aid the country desperately 
needs. : 

It is a mistake, however, to believe 
that the Sandinistas are running these 
elections merely to legitimize them- 
selves in the eyes of the Jimmy Carters 
and Felipe Gonzalezes of the world. 
Minimal scrutiny of the abundant 
writings by Sandinista leaders — the 
kind of scrutiny most international 
media mavens here will either avoid or 
misinterpret — shows that this gov-

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together as a region instead of 
continuing separately the at- 
tempts to compete and out- 
maneuver each other’’ (p. 41). 

If such a declaration exists, Agnos 
can’t seem to produce it: When we 
asked for a copy, his office declined to 
provide one. 


PROMISE: ‘‘As Mayor, | will in- 
itiate reguiar formal and informal 
meetings with mayors and 
elected officials from Oakland and 
other cities in the East Bay, San 
Mateo and Santa Clara counties”’ 
(p. 41). 

The Mayor’s Office declined to pro- 
vide us with a list of such meetings. 
But some of the evidence seems clear. 
The mayor’s office competed directly 
with Santa Clara County for the right 
to build a ballpark for the San Fran- 
cisco Giants, a move that did not 
enamor the city’s southern neighbors 
to San Francisco. 

Nor was the joint trip to China — 
with delegations from San Francisco 
and San Jose — a model in regional 
cooperation. Press reports repeatedly 
told of sniping between the staffs of 
Agnos and San Jose Mayor Tom 
McHenry, much of it very ugly. 


LAW ENFORCE- 
MENT AND 
CRIME 


PROMISE: ‘‘I will fight for full 
funding of the Police 
Department”’ (p. 51). 

Agnos ran for mayor promising to 
be tough on crime, which helped get 
him the endorsement of the powerful 
San Francisco Police Officers Associ- 
ation. Since his election, police 
mismanagement, scandals and 
charges of police brutality have 
become major issues for the mayor. 
While he didn’t address the long- 
standing internal problems of the 
department in Getting Things Done, 
he should have — problems with the 
department have only gotten worse 
under his watch. 

The mayor has refrained from 
openly criticizing the department, ap- 
parently for fear of seeming soft on 
crime. But with the mayor’s full and 
unwavering support, the officers on 
the street and supervisors inside the 
department have acted in renegadé 
fashion, as cowboys on the open 
range, without fear of reprisal. The 
ugly beating of labor leader Dolores 
Huerta is only one example of the 
cavalier spirit in the department, in 
which officers realize that their 
misdeeds will go unpunished. 

Agnos’ has reacted to these mis- 
deeds with small, internal departmen- 
tal changes, like the forced retirement 
of Deputy Chief Jack Jordan during 
the Huerta cover-up scandal. But 





these don’t-rock-the-boat reforms 
won’t curb the growth of police 
misconduct, which costs the city 
millions of dollars each year in civil 
suits. ‘‘There will not be lasting and 
meaningful change in the department 
unless leadership, commitment and 
follow-through come from the 
mayor,’’ John Crew, police practices 
lawyer with the ACLU, told the Bay 
Guardian. : 


PROMISE: ‘‘We must expand the 
drug task force to crack down on 
small drug dealers and narcotics- 
related violence which prey on the 
neighborhoods”’ (p. 52). 

Agnos has also made strides in the 
“‘War on Drugs.’’ After three years of 
using massive squadrons of under- 
cover officers to do ‘‘buy and bust’’ 
arrests of small-time drug dealers in 
the neighborhoods, the Police Depart- 
ment recently ended the program. The 
city realized that arresting street- 
corner dealers was not serving as a 
deterrent, and instead, made promises 
to treat the drug epidemic as a social 
problem with treatment and preven- 
tion programs. Agnos set up the Drug 
Symposium Task Force, composed of 
community leaders, officials and 
academics and they did an excellent 
job designing ‘‘pilot projects’’ in 
public housing developments. 

What is lacking from City Hall is the 
funding to expand these pilot projects 
to benefit more than a handful of 
high-risk youth. The waiting lists at 
drug-treatment centers are too long, 
and the job opportunities for youth 
are too few. As with AIDS and home- 
lessness, the drug problem, especially 
in low-income neighborhoods, is a 
life-and-death issue. In all these areas, 
while the mayor scrambles for more 
scare state and federal money, he also 
needs to develop local funding sources 
— perhaps by implementing some of 
those ideas that sounded so promising 
during his campaign. i |

ernment’s leaders see the election, not 
as a public-relations act, but as a revo- 
lutionary tool: “‘the election insurrec- 
tion.”’ 


HICH LEADS to a 
question: What is revo- 
lution, in this 1990s, 
post-Reagan, post- 
Perestroika era? You 
can have — and, if you speak Spanish, 
you have to have — endless conversa- 
tions with Sandinistas and their sup- 
porters about this issue these days. 

Their bottom-line definition seems 
to be: A Latin American revolution- 
ary nation has, as its first task, keeping 
itself out of U.S. domination. At the 
same time, it must develop indigenous 
systems for meeting its peoples’ long- 
postponed needs. 

One does not have to be a world- 
class political scientist to realize that 


there are powerful forces within the 
United States that don’t want Nicar- 
agua to continue developing such a 
process. And one does not have to 
look very far in the region to see the 
disastrous effects of U.S. electoral 
manipulations on such revolutionary 
processes: Jamaica. E] Salvador.. The 
Dominican Republic. Panama. A 
deadly mix of CIA disinformation, 
Agency for International Develop- 
ment and other slush funds, generosi- 
ty from the multitude of U.S. right- 
wing foundations and State Depart- 
ment pressures can deform any elec- 
toral process. 

The Sandinistas’ knowledge of this 
pattern explains why winning this elec- 
tion is, for them, a truly revolutionary 
act. 

And they bring to this task an or- 
ganization that has evolved through 
the hard struggles of war and gover- 
nance into an extremely flexible and 
clever political machine. 


HE SANDINISTAS have 

run a nearly flawless cam- 

paign. First, they framed the 

issues: We can bring peace, 

and with peace, prosperity. 
Then they personalized their ap- 
proach through a major strength: 
President Daniel Ortega, whose con- 
sistently subtexted attributes are 
vigor, honesty, seriousness, in- 
telligence and a passion for social 
justice. Mix and match these, and 
you’ll find them in your face, night 
and day, on billboards, posters, T- 
shirts, TV news and the headlines of 
the morning papers. 

To Ortega, the Sandinistas added 
their most prominent, popular figures 
to head their regional National As- 
sembly lists. Sandinista war heroes 
like Omar Cabezas, Carlos Nunez, 
Dora Maria Telles and William 
Ramirez, as well as locally esteemed 
business and culture representatives 
like Herty Lewites, Gladys Bolt and 
Doris Tijerino add strength to the 
ticket. In another key move, the party 
negotiated with non-Sandinistas to 
run on the Sandinista ticket; this has 
helped them significantly in areas like 
the cattle-raising plains of Chontales 
province, where the Contras — and 
therefore UNO — have significant 
support. 

The Sandinistas have also not for- 
gotten the ultimate made-in-U.S.A. 
campaign imperative, as they’ve mer- 
cilessly mined the opposition’s ‘‘nega- 
tives’’:, the UNO’s kinship with 
former dictator Anastasio Somoza’s 
hated National Guard, with the equal- 
ly detested Contra terrorists and with 
the worst elements of reaction in the 
United States. 

This latter attitude adjustment has 
had to be done carefully, as Nicara- 
guans retain very mixed feelings about 
“Los Estados.’’ Almost everyone 
seems to have relatives in ‘The 
States,’’ and North American culture 
dominates Nicaraguan music, sports, 
television and the nation’s atrophied 
consumerism. 

So the glitz and flash of electronic- 
media electoralism have come to a 
country where ox-carts are still com- 
mon, even in the capital city. A coun- 
try that cries out for economic devel- 
opment — and such elementary re- 
quirements as water purification, 
shoes for its children and reliable 
transportation — is spending prob- 
ably more than $40 million on a pas- 
sionately contested national election. 

But when it’s over, the Sandinistas 
will have won the chance to try, for 
another six years, to shape 
Nicaragua’s economic development in 
a way that meets Nicaragua’s des- 
perate needs. |

HONORING — 
BLACKS IN FILM 


The Black Filmmakers Hall of Fame celebrates African Americans 
in the filmindustry with its own ‘Oscars’

VERY SCHOOLKID 
knows Spike Lee was the 
first black person to make 
movies. And, as on many 
other subjects, every 
schoolkid is wrong. That’s one reason 
Mary Perry Smith, a retired math and 
science teacher, volunteers so much of 
her time to the Black Filmmakers Hall 
of Fame, Inc., which is headquartered 
in Oakland. ‘‘I have a commitment,”’ 
she says, ‘‘to education and pro- 
moting positive black images.”’ 

San Francisco-based actor Danny 
Glover and producer Suzanne de 
Passe, president of Motown Produc- 
tions, will be inducted into the Hall of 
Fame Sunday, Feb. 24th, at 4 pm at 
the Oakland Paramount during the 
17th annual Oscar Micheaux Awards 
presentation, one of several events 
BFHFI is hosting this weekend. 

Micheaux was the first major name 
in black filmmaking, turning out 
movies for black audiences from the 
1920s through the late ’40s. ‘‘What 
killed his enterprise,’’ Smith declares, 
“was integration. Movie theaters used 
to be segregated, even in the North. If 
they didn’t have separate theaters for 
blacks, like in the South and the big 
towns, they roped off sections where 
blacks would sit.’’ 

Growing up in Philadelphia, I 
remember how theaters in black 
neighborhoods would often show the 
same movies as the others, but if there 
was a black actor in the cast, even 
playing a servant with 12th billing, his 
or her name would be on the marquee 
and on the advertising posters for 
those theaters. 

This was after Micheaux and those 
who followed him in ‘‘colored 
Hollywood’’ had given up on making 
low-budget films exclusively for ghet- 
to audiences. ‘‘He lost his market,”’ 
Smith says of Micheaux, ‘‘as theaters 

integrated and blacks could go to the 
same movies as everyone else.”’ 

Despite his importance within his 
own community, Micheaux is ignored 
by many prominent film textbooks. 
Smith says the BFHFI ‘‘is responsible 
for fhis] coming back into prom- 


inence,’’ as a result of which he was 
recently added to Hollywood’s Walk 
of Fame and given a special award by 
the Directors Guild. 

Blacks found occasional leading 
roles in feature films in the "50s and 
60s — Dorothy Dandridge and Harry 
Belafonte in Carmen Jones and Island 
in the Sun, Eartha Kitt and Sammy 
Davis, Jr. in Anna Lucasta, Dandridge 
and Davis in Porgy and Bess, 
Ivan Dixon and Abbey Lincoln in 
Nothing But a Man — but as far as 
Hollywood was concerned there was 
only one black actor whose appeal 
went beyond the ‘‘flavor of the 
month’”’ category to span those two 
decades: Sidney Poitier. 

From his debut in No Way Out in 
1950 through the role in Lilies of the 
Field that made him the first black to 
win an Academy Award for Best Ac- 
tor, and on to occasional screen ap- 
pearances today, Poitier has won 
respect and acclaim from critics and 
audiences of every hue. If there was 
any valid criticism of his work, it was 
that he went too far toward presenting 
positive role models: As though being 
black were handicap enough, many of 
his characters had no other flaws. 


S THE ’70s dawned, 

Easy Rider had opened 

industry minds to new 

ideas. For perhaps the 

first and last time in 
their history, the studios felt more 
confident investing in untried talents 
with new ideas than banking on the 
old formulas. 

Two of the harbingers of a new 
wave of black filmmaking illustrated 
the extremes to which such films 
would go in the next few years: 
Gordon Parks’ nostalgic memoir The 
Learning Tree and Melvin Van 
Peebles’ raucous, contemporary 
comedy-drama Sweet Sweetback’s 
Baadasssss Song. 

Parks made the next move, a sur- 
prising one in Van Peebles’ direction, 
with Shaft, a gritty action drama with 
a black superhero (played by Richard 
Roundtree) in the lead. Gordon 
Parks, Jr. followed immediately in his 


father’s footsteps with SuperFly, star- 
ring Ron O’Neal, and the pattern was 
set for the ‘‘blaxploitation’’ genre that 
dominated urban cinema for much of 
the decade. 


Conservative black voices decrying 


the use of pimps, pushers and ultra- 
violent law enforcers as heroic role 
models were drowned out by the 
cheers of black viewers as the white 
villains were bloodily vanquished in 
the final reel. I remember watching 
The Spook Who Sat by the Door with 
an otherwise all-black audience at 
Loew’s Grand in Atlanta, and think- 
ing I understood how a Native 
American would have felt at one of the 
westerns I saw as.a kid on Saturday 
afternoons. 

There were occasional ventures into 
other genres: family drama (Sounder, 
Black Girl, Claudine), comedy 
(Cooley High, Uptown Saturday 
Night and its two sequels), historical 
drama (Slaves, Mandingo, TV’s The 
Autobiography of Miss Jane Pittman) 
horror (Blacula, Blackenstein), con- 
cert (Wattstax, Soul to Soul) and 
biography (Lady Sings the Blues, 
Leadbelly, Greased Lightning). Pro- 
lific producer-director-star Fred 
Williamson even made some westerns 
in between urban shoot-’em-ups. 

At the height of this period, in 1974, 
the Black Filmmakers Hall of Fame 
was established to preserve and pro- 
mote the best work in the field, ‘‘to il- 
luminate the history and significant 
contributions to cinema of Black art- 
ists, past and present.”’ 

Making up for lost time, BFHFI in- 
ducted 17 artists the first year, 21 the 
second and 14 the third (15, if you 
count the Nicholas Brothers as two). 
The pace slowed down considerably 
after that, with no more than eight in- 
ductees in any one year, but other 
awards were instituted: The Clarence 
Muse Youth Award honors promising 
newcomers, and the Paul Robeson 
Medal for Outstanding Achievement 
in Theatre Arts reaches beyond 
cinema to honor black artists for their 
contribution to the stage. 

By the late 1970s the downtown ac- 
tion houses had switched to a diet of 
martial arts movies, mostly originat- 


ing from Hong Kong, and the only 
black actor who could get his calls re- 
turned was Richard Pryor. The band- 
wagon that had seemed unstoppable 
suddenly had no air in its tires, and 
there was a veritable white-out in ef- 
fect on the nation’s screens until the 
mid-’80s. 

Three names share the principal 
responsibility for ushering in a new 
age of opportunity for blacks: Bill 
Cosby, whose NBC-TV series rapidly 
went to number one in the ratings; Ed- 
die Murphy, who moved from Satur- 
day Night Live to feature films that, 
good or bad, were phenomenally suc- 
cessful; and Spike Lee, whose third 
feature, Do the Right Thing, was 
widely regarded as one of the best pic- 
tures of 1989. 

Ghettoization had become a thing 
of the past; crossover was the rule 
rather than the exception. A few films 
might appeal primarily to black .au- 
diences, but even whites were curious 
about the movies they saw promoted 
on two of television’s most popular 
talk shows, hosted by Oprah Winfrey 
and Arsenio Hall. 

Instead of the blaxploitation for- 
mula of a black hero against white 
villains, blacks and whites fight side by 
side in the Lethal Weapons, See No 
Evil, Hear No Evil, Fatal Beauty, 
Downtown and many other films. But 
while Morgan Freeman, Denzel 
Washington and James Earl Jones 
seem to be all over the place, we see too 
little of such equally fine actors as 
Cicely Tyson, Paul Winfield and Ossie 
Davis and Ruby Dee, the black equi- 
valent of Lunt-Fontanne and Cronyn- 
Tandy; and Whoopi Goldberg hasn’t 
had a decent script since The Color 
Purple. 


WO FACTORS have kept 

some currently prominent 

black names out of the 

Hall of Fame thus far. 

One is the requirement 
that inductees, other than posthu- 
mous ones, attend the award cere- 
mony. For instance, ‘‘We have invited 
Bill Cosby,’’ Mary Smith says. ‘He 
has not chosen to come — yet.’’ The 
other point is that BFHFI, according to 
Smith, is interested in catching people 
at a certain stage of their development, 
hopefully at least in mid-career.’ It’s 
too soon, she feels, for Eddie Murphy, 
Whoopi Goldberg, Prince and former 
Youth Award winners Spike Lee and 
Robert Townsend. 

Smith admits there was a time when 
people could ask of the Hall of Fame, 
“*Aren’t you afraid of running out of 
people to induct?’’ Now, she says, 
there is a large and ever-growing pool 
of future Hall-of-Famers coming 
along. This is in keeping with one of 
BFHFI’s original goals, ‘‘inspiring a 
new generation of filmmakers.’’ 

“*We’re focusing on the next gener- 
ation this year,’’? Smith says, in- 
dicating the theme, ‘‘Taking Charge: 
New Voices, New Visions;’’ ‘‘the new 
filmmakers who have come to the 
front in the last year or two, who are 
now making their own films and not 
looking to Hollywood for direction. 
Spike Lee and Robert Townsend are 
stepping out and making their own 
statements without waiting to be in- 
vited.. . . 1989 may go down in history 
as the year in which the young Oscar 
Micheauxs have begun to take wing.’’ 

Things are indeed looking up for 


black independent filmmakers, ac- ° 


cording to BFHFI program director 
Cheryl Fabio-Bradford. Even though 
Spike Lee’s Do the Right Thing was 
shortchanged in the Oscar nomina- 
tions, three films by lower profile 
black artists were honored at the re- 
cent Sundance United States Film 
Festival. The Grand Jury Prize went 
to Wendell B. Harris for Chameleon 
Street, a Special Jury Prize to Charles 
Burnett for To Sleep with Anger and 
the Filmmakers’ Trophy to writer- 
director Reginald Hudlin and- his 


brother, producer Warrington Hudlin, 
for House Party, which opens 
theatrically on March 9th. These men 
will doubtless be heard from in future 
BFHFI activities. 


HIS WEEKEND’S events

Alice hosting the presen- 
tation of awards in BFHFI’s 14th an- 
nual Film, Video and Screenplay 
Competition and a screening of the 
first-prize winner, Perfect Image, 
directed by Maureen Blackwood of 
Britain’s Sankofa Film Collective. 
Admission is $3. 

The other winners will be shown 
April 19th-21st in a mini-festival at the 
Parkway Theatre in Oakland. They 
are, Fabio-Bradford announced: sec- 
ond prize, Two Dollars and a Dream 
by Stanley Nelson; third prize, 
Seriously Fresh by Regge Life; 
outstanding merit award, Tongues 
Untied by Marlon Riggs; cross- 
cultural perspective award, James 
Baldwin: The Price of the Ticket by 
Karen Thorsen; experimental award, 
Self-Divination by Ulysses Jenkins; 
animation award, Zajota and the 
Boogie Spirit by Ayoka Chenzira; 
special jury awards, Masta Krak by 
Lowell Rajon and Stop Before You 
Drop by Willie Harper; and screen- 
play honorable mention, to We Don’t 
Make Angels by Don Mays. 

On Saturday afternoon, from 2 to 5 
pm at Dwinelle Hall on the University 
of California at Berkeley campus, 
there will be a colloquiuni on new 
black film artists and how to become 
one. The panel will include many of 
the filmmakers who will be par- 
ticipating in the awards ceremony the 
next day. Admission is free. 

Saturday evening will be ‘‘Glitz 
Night,’’ according to BFHFI board 
member Belva Davis of KRON-TV, 
with a gala, black-tie cocktail party 
and dinner-dance at the Hyatt Regen- 
cy Hotel, Oakland. Tickets range up- 
ward from $150 and may be ordered 
by phone at 465-0804. 

Cicely Tyson and Louis Gossett, Jr. 
are scheduled to host the Oscar 
Micheaux Awards Ceremony on Sun- 
day afternoon, another black-tie 
event, which will be taped for syn- 
dicated broadcast sometime in the 
spring. Admission ranges from 
$15-$30. Call 465-6400 for tickets. 

In addition to the induction of 
Danny Glover and Suzanne de Passe, the 
Paul Robeson Medal will be awarded 
to Gordon Parks, Sr., the Clarence 
Muse Youth Award to Keenen Ivory 
Wayans and a Hall of Fame Retro- 
spective Award, initiated last year, to 
actor and American Negro Theatre 
founder Frederick O’ Neal. 

Mary Perry Smith says the awards 
are decided by ‘‘a committee of film 
historians and educators’? from 
nominations which ‘‘are accepted all 
year-round from anybody.”’ 

With that in mind, I'd like to pro- 
pose a few: actors Morgan Freeman, 
whose career somewhat parallels 
Glover’s; Fred Williamson, whose 
acting is as good as 1985 inductee Jim 
Brown’s, but who also writes, directs 
and produces; Pam Grier, the blax- 
ploitation queen whose acting has im- 
proved since she stopped being a star; 
Art Evans; Ron O’Neal; Esther Rolle; 
and posthumous awards to Adolph 
Caesar, Rupert Crosse and Godfrey 
Cambridge. And it’s nearly time for 
Alfre Woodard and Gregory Hines. 
For music scoring, Miles Davis, 
Herbie Hancock and Curtis Mayfield. 

Finally, there’s the question of why 
the man the awards were named for, 
Oscar Micheaux, was never inducted 
into the Black Filmmakers Hall of 
Fame. The committee seems to feel 
that would be like declaring God a 
saint; or as Mary Perry Smith puts it, 
“*Heis the Hall of Fame!”’ a

DARN GOOD DELI 


Saul's in Berkeley is the perfect New York-style deli

EAVE IT to the city of 

Berkeley to come through 

with the perfect New York- 

style deli, appropriately 

named Saul’s. I’ve always 
been puzzled and annoyed that San 
Francisco doesn’t have even one good 
deli of this type. Los Angeles is loaded 
with New York-style Jewish restau- 
rants and delis, but who can go south 
every time they get a hankering for mat- 
zo ball soup, toasted bagels with cream 
cheese and lox and super-huge, over- 
stuffed sandwiches? 

Saul’s is one of the most organized 
and efficient restaurants around. The 
service is friendly but not intrusive, and 
the atmosphere is soothing and relaxed 
— surprising, considering how many 
people they serve in such a short time. 
Saul’s is perfect for a quick lunch 
because the food and beverages are 
served at a comfortably quick pace, 
and take-out food and a full catering 
service provide customers with plenty 
of options for good eating any time. 

The sandwiches are divided into two 
categories, New York and Berkeley, 
which I find amusing. Guess the dif- 
ference: The Berkeley version is 
smaller, and comes with coleslaw and a 
pickle; the New York sandwiches are 
huge, over-stuffed combinations or tri- 
ple-deckers loaded with several kinds of 
meat. These are served with your 
choice of potato salad or coleslaw and 
the almost-impossible-to-find ‘‘new 
pickles’’ that I crave from time to time. 

The chicken soup with matzo balls 
and kasha ($2.50) is as traditional and 
good as you can get. The combination 
of a deeply flavored broth, matzo balls 
that are tender and redolent of 
schmaltz (rendered chicken fat) and the 
kasha, a nut-flavored grain, make fora 
great cup of heart-warming soup. 

The pastrami-on-rye sandwich

($5.95), consisting of many, many 
layers of thinly sliced, lean meat sand- 
wiched between delicious rye bread, 
was very generous and very good. The 
special combo fish platter ($13.50) 
comes with your choice of assorted 
fish, toasted bagel and cream cheese, 
onion, cucumber, olives and coleslaw. 
I chose Norwegian salmon, herring in 
cream sauce and whitefish salad, and 
all were just perfect. The herring was 
meltingly tender, the thinly sliced 
salmon tasted very fresh and the 
creamy smoked whitefish salad was 
sensitively made — it’s great spread on 
the excellent Breadworks rye bread, 
developed especially for Saul’s. 

Lunch during the week is just as 
popular as the weekend meals, and the 
service is just as good. Homemade 
cheese blintzes ($6.50) were as delicate 
and perfectly balanced as any I’ve ever 
sampled. I’d drive across the bridge 
just for these. Just as sublime were 
potato latkes ($5.95). Three generous, 
golden-brown cakes, perfectly cooked 
and made with just the right amount of 
grated onion, were served with the 
traditional side of sour cream. 

The deli meat platter ($7.75) came 
with a choice of sliced deli meat — in 
this case tongue — potato salad, cole- 
slaw, pickles and a roll or bagel. The 
sweet-hot mustard was particularly 
good with this large plate of food. 
Corned beef, pastrami and brisket of 
beef ($7.25) sandwiched between 
several slices of great rye bread was a 
good traditional New York-style deli 
sandwich, and simply more than one 
person could eat. 

The sampler platter ($10.50) in- 
cluded stuffed cabbage, kishka, knish 
and kasha varnishkes. The tender cab- 
bage leaf was stuffed with a richly 
flavored ground beef filling and a 
tomato/raisin sauce, and was very 
good. Kishka is a sausage-like concoc- 
tion made with chicken, schmaltz, mat- 
zo meal and spices, served sliced in a 
pleasant sauce. It and the vegetable 
knish were both very good. The var- 
nishkes — basically a bow-tie pasta 
tossed with kasha — were dry and 
uninteresting, the only flaw in the meal. 


Every beverage you’d ever want is 
served at Saul’s. And, if you have any 
room left and you love chocolate 
desserts, be sure to try a piece of 
chocolate chip racetrack cake ($1.95) 
or a mudslide cookie ($1). Both are to 
die for. 

Anything you get at Saul’s will be 
fresh, wholesome and devoured shortly 
after it arrives at the table, home 
or Office. a

Free Tax Help in San Francisco 


Tax season is upon ts once again, 
but don't despair — there are several 
options for free tax relief other than 
the Internal Revenue Service. The 
IRS has experienced some cutbacks 
and may be more swamped than 
usual, but if you still want to reach 
them, you can try calling Monday 
through Friday, 7 am-7 pm at (800) 
424-1040. 

Free tax assistance is available at 
numerous locations throughout the 
Bay Area. Most services will be 
offered through the week of April 
15th, unless otherwise noted. Where 
noted, the organizations are 
restricted to helping non-English 
speakers, senior citizens, low-income 
families, students or the disabled. All 
services are offered in English; 
programs offering additional 
languages are indicated in the 
listings. 

Appointments are required at 
some locations, and you should call 
for them as soon as possible, as the 
available slots fill quickly. 

Many of the people staffing these 
programs are volunteers. Some have 
been trained by the IRS, such as the 
volunteers for the American 
Association of Retired Persons, and 
some are attorneys and accountants, 
like many of the volunteers for 
Tax-Aid. 

In order to make their job easier 
and to prevent return trips, taxpayers 
are advised to bring along this year's 
tax booklet, past income tax returns, 
1989 wage and interest information, 
proof of age, social security numbers 
for yourself and your dependents, 
your landlord's name, address and 
telephone number (for renter's 
credit), 1099 interest and dividend 
forms, receipts for dedtictible items 
and any state and federal tax forms 
youl may have received in the mail. 

There are also additional federal- 
and state-sponsored assistance 
programs. The State Franchise Tax 
Board has a new automated service 
for those with touch-tone phones who 
have questions about their state tax 
returns. The service, known as FAST 
(Fast Answers about State Taxes) is a 
toll-free line you can use to get 
recorded answers to many questions 
about state income taxes. To use the 
service, you'll need to have your tax 
booklet readily available to key in 
information codes. The service Is 
available Mon.-Sat., 6 am-10 pm, by 
calling (800) 338-0505. 

In addition, the IRS has produced a 
series of VHS videos, ‘Tax Tips on 

Tape,’ which will be available soon at 
the San Francisco Public Library's 
video department: for information call 
558-5634. These tapes are targeted 
for specific taxpayer groups, 
including exempt organizations, 
people who have moved, educators, 
municipal and civil servants 
and more. 

Tax forms and booklets are 
provided by most United States Post 
Offices, public libraries, banks,

au I’ve always subscribed to the

Rather than lumping your situation 
and your friend’s into one problem, or 
worse, making a bigger lump with 
general assumptions about ‘‘threat- 
ened men,”’’ there is a need for one-on- 
one conversation — not between the 
two women wailing ‘‘woe is us,”’ but 
between each couple. ‘“‘Honey,’’ — or 
a reasonable facsimilie — say you, “‘I 
would like you to be more aggressive 
sexually.

The Plot Against Harry 
Made in 1969 but never 
released, this is Michael 
Roemer's would-be satire on 
mid-level Jewish gangster 
Michael Priest's trying to be 
hip, doomed instead to spend 
his life among an assemblage 
of nerds.

It's here that the 
film turns the focus onto the 
many characters involved in 
his desire to go straight, and 
since they're not fully fleshed 
out, interest quickly flags 
What's left isn’t enough to be 
involving or to prove that being 
an anachronism is enough to 
make a film interesting

Rosalie Goes Shopping 
Marianne Sagebrecht's 
always magical, and this 
plot's loaded with possibilities 
of loony legerdemain 
Director Percy Adlon's 
concept of sleight of hand is 
only slight, however, as he 
lets incidents occur without 
explanation, and is often 
willfully unclear. Sagebrecht's

MS FONSECA’S 


~STONE POEMS 


FOR THE past year, the art of Sacramento-based Native American 
artist Harry Fonseca has been undergoing significant changes. Best- 
known for his ‘“‘Coyote Pictures,’’ humorous depictions of the wily 
trickster of American Indian folklore, Fonseca’s latest paintings are 
called ‘“‘Stone Poems,”’ and are based on ancient petroglyphs (images 
carved into rock) and pictographs (rock paintings) he observed during 
his frequent visits to the Coto Range in the Mojave Desert. 

Besides the rudimentary character of the imagery found on the 
petroglyphs and pictographs, what struck Fonseca most during these 
excursions into the Mojave was a profound sense of the desert’s vast, 
seemingly infinite expanse. As he recalls, ‘“When I was looking at the 
petroglyphs, I was impressed with the space around them. There were no 
boundaries — there’s a real freedom to them.”’ 

In spite of the Stone Poems’ ancient sources (some of the petroglyphs 
and pictographs date back to before A.D. 500), Fonseca’s paintings look 
unflinchingly contemporary. With splashes of black and white acrylic 
splattered across the large-scale canvases, his cast of symbolic, graffiti- 
esqe ‘‘characters’’ (towering monoliths, sun gods, prancing antelope, 
charging buffalo, serpents, planetary bodies, spirals, shields, crosses, et 
al.) wallow in a kind of primordial cosmic ocean. 

Fonseca’s ritualistic totems may be rudimentary, but they are also 
refined. Their schematic simplicity perhaps recalls Egyptian 
hieroglyphics more than anything else. As is true of hieroglyphics, you 
can usually decipher Fonseca’s cryptic images to a certain extent (e.g. an 

: omnipotent deity with the head of a sun and the 

feet of a chicken), yet much remains mysterious 
and shrouded in secrecy. Ultimately, the 

elusive nature of Fonseca’s Stone Poems is, in 

fact, the source for much of their strength 

and appeal. Fonseca’s current exhibit, New 

Paintings: Ancient Sources, can be seen through 
March 17th at the Meridian Gallery, 545 Sutter, 
SF. Hours: Wed.-Sat., 1-5 pm, and by appointment.

UT IN the suburban wilds of El 
Cerrito, just around the corner from a 
Safeway, there’s an ordinary house with stray 
lawn furniture, a bag of potting soil and a 
hibachi on its front porch. Ordinary, and yet 
alongside the hibachi sits a small figure of the 
elephant-faced Hindu god Ganesh carved 
from volcanic rock, and the fast and furious 
sounds of a Balinese gamelan resonate from 
the basement. 

Gamelan Sekar Jaya, a group of 25 
musicians and several dancers, practices here 
twice a week at the home of I Nyoman 
Windha, their teacher. Windha, a composer, 
came from the art and music academy in 
Denpassar, Bali, in November with his wife, I 
Gusti Warsiki, a Balinese dancer. 

This Sunday Sekar Jaya will perform the 
music and dance of Bali at Old First Church 
in San Francisco. Sekar Jaya — ‘‘flowering 
success!’ in Indonesian — has played 
hundreds of concerts, including a tour of Bali 
and Java in 1985 and the International 
Gamelan Festival at Expo ’86 in Vancouver. 

Sekar Jaya plays the gamelan called 
Gamelan Gong Kebyar — a percussion 
orchestra of incredibly heavy, intricately 
carved bronze metallophones, gongs, cymbals 
and drums that make shimmering music on a 
pentatonic scale. 

The members of Sekar Jaya play from 
memory, sitting solemnly on low stools about 
three inches off the floor and staring with

concentration into empty space as their 
wooden mallets fly across the bronze keys, 
keeping an eye out for dynamic changes 
signaled by their teacher. The dynamic 
changes seem to go from loud to louder, but 
the musicians have devised a simple solution 
to the noise — stuffing cotton in their ears. 

Just how loud is the gamelan music? The 
title of the first piece Sekar Jaya will play on 
Sunday, an instrumental work, gives one a 
good idea — ‘‘Gesuri’’ translates as ‘‘The 
Thunderous Sounds of the Indonesian 
Revolution.’’ The Gamelan Angklung, a 
smaller ensemble that traditionally performs 
in Balinese temple ceremonies, will also 
perform. One of the show’s highlights will be 
the American premiere of a lyrical and 
experimental composition by Windha himself, 
one of the most respected and influential 
young composers in Bali today. 

The musicians wear traditional costumes in 
vibrant green and magenta, but the real visual 
color comes from the dancers. With 
movements that are refined and athletic at the 
same time, the dancers perform a stylized 
choreography of hands, feet and shifting, 
flashing eyes. 

Sekar Jaya will perform the music and 
dance of Bali on Sunday, Feb. 25th at 4 pm at 
Old First Church, Van Ness and Sacramento, 
SF, 474-1608. Tickets are $4, $5 and $8.

OW BITTERLY ironic 
that a bare six months 
after concluding what the 
New York Times called 
“a brilliant 20th-anni- 
versary season,’’ Dance Theatre of 
Harlem announced that it was laying 
off its dancers for six months while it 
tried to eradicate a massive budget 
deficit. Created at a time when few peo- 
ple took the idea of black ballet dancers 
seriously, this excellent company and 
its school have become a major Amer- 
ican institution, giving training, profes- 
sional performance opportunity and a 
first exposure to dance to a whole 
generation of African Americans. It’s 
positively obscene to think that this 
group is in serious jeopardy because it 
has accepted many poor kids into its 
training program instead of using the 
school as a cash cow to support com- 
pany performances. 
At Friday’s performance, the first of 
a two-week stint in the Bay Area, the 
company presented a nicely varied pro- 
gram in which Balanchine’s monumen- 
tal The Four Temperaments shone like 
the Hope diamond of dance. Multifac- 
eted and severe, complicated and yet so 
transparent, this 45-year-old work is 
probably as breathtaking as anything 
that Balanchine ever created. The splits 
across the thighs of a partner, the 
floating leaps, the pull into the wings by 
the unexpected entries and exits and the 


myriad diversions from basic material 
continue to startle and amaze. And to 
think that Paul Hindemith created its 
masterful score (on a commission by 
Balanchine who had some extra cash 


_ floating around from his Broadway 


work) in a mere week! 

The Four Temperaments is based on 
the medieval idea of the four humors 
(melancholic, sanguinic, phlegmatic 
and choleric) that supposedly control 
human physiology. The concept was 
later expanded to include ideas about 
personality types, divided according to 
the predominance of a humor, or tem- 
perament, within a given individual. 

Dance Theatre of Harlem gave the 
work a powerful and authoritative per- 
formance. Its soloists, particularly 
Ronald Perry, Robert Garland and the 
majestic Lorraine Graves, seemed to 
understand intuitively just how much 
of their own personality to inject and 
when to subsume it into the overall 
structure. The ensemble performed 
with conviction and attention to 
meticulous detail so that the work 
looked as if it had forever been a part of 
their emotional and muscular memory. 

Also on the program was Fete Noire, 
Mitchell’s celebration of youth and 
elegance at a formal graduation 
ceremony. The men in gold and black 
military uniform had a nice mixture of 
bravado and restrained exuberance, 
while the women were pert and frisky. 
However, the performance seemed to 
lack a certain elan, as if the dancers had 
difficulty finding a common pacing. 
The adagio section in particular, in 
which Mitchell used two (instead of the 
more usual one) couples for a pas de 
deux, seemed unbalanced. 

Last on the program was John 


Taras’ Firebird. Like other versions — 
by Michel Fokine, Maurice Bejart and 
apparently Balanchine — this one is 
also problematic. Danced to one of 
Stravinsky’s most popular scores, this 
setting of the Russian fairy tale looked 
very 19th century in its emphasis on 
lush orientalism and narrative. The 
dancers, particularly Augustus Van 
Heerden as the prince, told the story 
well in pantomime and gesture, though 
one wished them more to dance. 

While the final procession with its 
folkloristic overtones was majestically 
expansive, unlike a similar scene in The 
Magic Flute, this one looked stuck on, 
almost like an afterthought. In addi- 
tion, the lighting of the battle scene as 
Kastei’s evil creatures almost 
slaughtered the prince was so dark that 
what looked like Brueghelian gro- 
tesqueries were difficult to decipher. 

The most interesting dancing was 
reserved for the Firebird herself — 
spectacular, imperious, domineering 
even when captured. It was a real 
triumph for Judy Tyrus’s (last year’s 
“‘Giselle’’) fiery image of soaring 
power and splendor in the way she 
balanced razor-sharp attacks and stab- 
bing piques with lyrical arms and back. 
Unlike that other famous bird, Odette, 
she remained aloof, in control and vic- 
torious. 

Also visiting from New York on the 
same weekend was another bravura 
performer, though of a very different 
kind. Like DTH’s, Simone Forti’s style 
was born in the Sixties. However, Forti 
is everything a ballet dancer is not — 
middle-aged, rounded, natural and in- 
dividualistic. After a week of teaching 
at Footwork and an appearance at the 
Talking Dance Project, she performed 
a solo work, News Animations, and a 
collaboration, Moving the Telling, 
with the 12 students of her workshop. 

Starting with 4 stack of newspapers 
and blowing into a hose, loose-limbed 
and free-spirited Forti began News 
Animations’ verbal and physical 
ruminations on the state of the world 
by literally ‘‘spreading the news 
(papers).’’ The stage floor became a 
changing diorama on which she created 
a unique geography of constantly 
changing features. Her body would 
shape rising mountains and spreading 
lakes, obliterate shifting frontiers or 
river courses with the sweep of an arm. 
At other times she would act out 
specific segments of the free-flowing 
narration, like the penetration of a 
computer virus, a Lech Walesa speech 
or the building of a shelter by a 
homeless person. 

Forti’s artful casualness with move- 
ment and language looked ever so ac- 
cidental and haphazard — and was ut- 
terly beguiling. A sister to Candide, 
Forti observes the world from a per- 
spective of studied naivete, but she 
shoots her mind like a laser into such 
issues as power politics, homelessness 
and world monetary systems.

FTER HEARING from 
women incensed about 
my coverage of Women 
in Film, you’d think I’d 
have sense enough to 
stick to manly subjects until things cool 
down. But as it happens, there are two 
new examples of what used to be called 
“‘women’s pictures,’’ but now have no 
politically correct designation. 

Stella is a standard Hollywood star“ 
vehicle directed by John Erman, who is 
bidding to become the George Cukor 
of his generation, having drawn 
brilliant telefilm performances from 
Ann-Margret, Gena Rowlands and 
Mary Steenburgen. 

A remake of Stella Dallas, Stella’s 
credits say it’s based on the original 
novel by Olive Higgins Prouty rather 
than one of the earlier screen versions, 
but the most memorable scenes from 
the 1937 film are all here in some 
fashion. The first and biggest mistake 
Robert Getchell’s screenplay makes is 


trying to modernize the story, which 
might have worked in period but has no 
chance this way. 

Unhampered by the Production 
Code, the new Stella never marries 
Steve Dallas (Stephen Collins), nor 
does she accept any money from him. 
She insists on raising their daughter 
Jenny herself and succeeds, even 
though she’s frequently between jobs. 
In fact, more than ten years pass be- 
tween her bartending stint (Cocktail 
2?) and her door-to-door selling of 
Nancy Lee cosmetics, but Stella spends 
a lot of time at the sewing machine 
making nice clothes for Jenny and 
frumpy ones for herself. 

Living only for her daughter, Stella 
allows herself to have fun three times in 
17 years, each time ruining Jenny’s life 
in the process. When she spends a night 
with old buddy John Goodman, it gives 
Jenny amomentary urge to do the same 
with her boyfriend. When Stella visits 
the bar where she used to work, a brawl 
breaks out and she’s arrested, leading 
to a boycott of Jenny’s 16th birthday 
party but no further repercussions on 
Jenny’s social life or her mother’s sell- 
ing career. And when Stella goes along 
to Boca Raton to mingle with the rich 
friends Jenny’s met through her father, 
she wears a get-up out of What Ever 
Happened to Baby Jane? and does a 
vulgar dance with a waiter. This too 





fails to have a lasting impact. 

Finally realizing her lack of class will 
keep her daughter from snaring the 
kind of wealthy husband she passed up, 
Stella drives Jenny to the arms of 
her father and his new, wealthy wife. 
(Marsha Mason). 

Bette Midler storms through all this 
at full throttle. The ads don’t say she 
“is Stella’’ because Bette Midler is 
always Bette Midler. Sometimes that’s 
enough, especially when she does com- 
edy, but The Rose was the only film in 
which she truly subordinated herself to 
a character. She’s not known for being 
generous to her co-stars, but Trini 
Alvarado as Jenny manages to hold the 
screen pretty well against her. So 
especially does John Goddman, in 
what is becoming his stock role as the 
star’s pal — a drunken embarrassment 
in this case. 

Aside from the story being hopeless- 
ly out-of-date, Midler can’t stay 
dramatic for long without practically 
winking at us. Even the tear-jerking 
finale gets her special twist. If she’s not 
ready to be serious she should stick to 
comedy. 

This sort of glossy soap opera died — 
or should have — when Ross Hunter’s 
Lana Turner films stopped making 
money in the early ’60s. The twist in this 
one is that there’s no romance, just the 
love between a mother and daughter — 
but without any death as in Stee/ 
Magnolias or Terms of Endearment. 
The scenes intended to make you weep 
couldn’t be more obvious if a CRY sign 
lit up at the edge of the screen, but there 
were no audible sobs in the preview au- 
dience and I suspect there wasn’t a wet 
eye in the house.

Lotus, which debuted at last 
month’s On Screen: A Celebration of 
Women in Film, as lightly as Stella. To 
a Westerner, however, its setting is ex- 
otic enough to make it entertaining 
trash. 

With less sentiment and more vio- 
lence than Stella, it seems the more like- 
ly of the two to have been made by a 
man. Yet the director is a woman, 
Hong Kong’s Clara Law the stereo- 
types are breaking down in the East as 
well as the West. 

The soapernatural plot finds alegend- 
ary loose woman reliving her exploits 
in modern times. While Lotus (Joi 
Wong) doesn’t actually remember her 
past life, she keeps flashing back on it 
as history repeats itself, placing her in 
the same kinds of situations with the 
same kinds of men (played by the same 
actors). 

As a teenager in Shanghai, Lotus is 
raped by her school principal, who 
brands her a ‘‘counterrevolutionary”’ 
when she tries to expose him. She has a 
crush on a virtuous young athlete, Wu- 
song (Lam Chun Yen), who is scared 
off by her reputation. 

Years later she marries a foolish (‘‘I 
may be short but I have high hopes’’) 
but wealthy man, Wu-dai (Eric Tsang), 
who moves her to Hong Kong. In a 
rather extreme coincidence, Wu-song 
happens to be the husband’s chauffeur. 
Lotus tries again to seduce him, but he 
is too loyal to Wu-dai, who calls him his 
brother and treats him like one of the 
family. Knowing he’ll be away over- 
night, Wu-dai naively tells Wu-song, 
“T’m counting on you to take care of 
Lotus.”’ 

Rejected by Wu-song, Lotus drops 
in on an orgy, where more than her feet 
are bound by Simon (Sin Lap Man), a 
hedonistic designer. Later he makes her 
up as Golden Lotus, ‘‘the number-one 
slut in ancient Chinese history,’’ for a 
photographic session. 

The ending shows that Lotus’s kar- 
ma has changed but hasn’t improved. 
Maybe in her next life.... The Rein- 
carnation of Golden Lotus is good, 
glossy Chinese junk. There are sub- 
titles, but you’d do more reading in a 
Harlequin novel. |

Transcending rock'n'roll stereotypes, 
Melissa Etheridge creates a frenzy with 
her passionate performance 


MELISSA ETHERIDGE. At the War- 
field, SF.

HE FIRST thing you 
notice about a Melissa 
Etheridge concert is the 
hysteria she inspires in the 
audience. From the mo- 
ment the lights went down and the new 
heroine sang ‘‘Hello, hello’? from an 
offstage mike, until she finished her 
second encore almost two hours later, 


the Warfield was gripped by a mania . 


usually unleashed upon the male icons 
of rock’n’roll. Instead of teenage girls 
jumping up and down and pulling at 
their hair, the theater was packed with 
mature women, anda sizable minority 
of men, screaming their adoration and 
flailing their arms forward as if they 
could catch one of the sparks flying 
from the stage. 

The second thing you notice is how 
hard Etheridge works for that adula- 
tion, and how much she deserves it. 
Opening with ‘‘The Angels,’’ from 
her second album, Brave and Crazy, 
and continuing through 16 more 
songs, the short, rugged singer/song- 
writer put herself through an emo- 
tional wringer on every tune. She 
prowled, kicked, crouched, arched and 
slashed at her guitars, tossed her 
shaggy mane around her head, flirted 
with the front rows and played to the 
baicony with her smoldering eyes. 
Clad in black jeans, loose shirt and a 
vest, she stood with her boots wide 
apart and thrust her right hand in the 
air. Before she was through her second 
tune, ‘‘You Used to Love to Dance,’’ 
the charisma meter was blown off the 
scale, and those not standing and 
cheering were pulled to the edge of 
their seats. 

Along with the new wave of major- 
label women pop artists, Etheridge 
seemingly blasted out of nowhere in 
1988 with her first self-titled Island 
Records LP and the fiery single 
“Bring Me Some Water.’’ Almost in- 
stantly she garnered a reputation for 
explosive club performances. But the 
28-year-old Kansas native had already 
established a following in women’s 
music circles. It must have been 
something to hear her raw, up-tempo 
rock share the rural festival stages with 
the gentle sounds of Holly Near and 
Cris Williamson. 

The elements of Etheridge’s sound 
are hardly novel. The blend of her 
acoustic 12-string guitar with Kevin 
McCormick’s bass, Fritz Lewak’s 
drums and Bernie Larsen’s electric 
guitar and spare keyboards at dif- 
ferent times resembles the Creedence 
Clearwater Revival of ‘‘Have You 
Ever Seen the Rain,’’ the Rod Stewart 
of ‘‘Every Picture Tells a Story,”’ the 
Eagles of ‘‘Hotel California,’’ the 
Bob Seger of ‘‘Hollywood Nights’’ 


and the Bruce Springsteen of ‘‘Danc- 
ing in the Dark.’’ Her songs are full of 
repeated depictions of ‘‘desire,’’ 
*‘nassion,’’ ‘‘touch,’’ ‘‘ecstasy;’’ 
lovers’ dreams, true intentions and 
burning jealousy. 

The big difference is not only that 

“Etheridge is coming at these long- 
standing rock’n’roll subjects from a 
woman’s perspective, but that she 
constructs her narratives with such 
perfect gender ambiguity — ‘‘you,”’ 
“‘me’’ and ‘‘her’’ are virtually the only 
characters in her songs — that any 
listener can relate to the passions she 
graphically describes. That’s probably 
especially important to women, for 
whom mainstream rock’n’roll has 
long been a bastion of chauvinism, 
sexism and objectification, and for 
whom women’s music has articulated 
tender expressions of strength and 
identity more than the visceral throes 
of lust and pain. Etheridge can cut 
loose with all the vulnerable abandon 
of Janis Joplin or strut and seduce 
with the braggadocio of Rod Stewart 
without having to fit into any male- 
prescribed stereotypes. 

This is not to say that Etheridge is a 
fully developed artist. Her song- 
writing is often a clutch of well-turned 
phrases strapped to catchy melodic 
fragments building to one key line like 
“‘T remember how/Y ou used to love to 
dance,’’ ‘‘Baby you can sleep while I 
drive,’’ or ‘‘What am I gonna 
do/...About you?’’ She sometimes 
gets off areal clinker, like ‘‘I love your 
name/And the way you make the buf- 
falo roam.’’ And taken as a whole, the 
material on her two albums can run 
together in a certain sameness of 
sound and tone. 

But Etheridge easily transcends 
these shortcomings in performance. 
She has a classic touch for working a 
song, and an audience, through-a 
spiral of ever greater climaxes. This 
was especially evident in her live rendi- 
tions of ‘‘Testify,’’ “You Can Sleep 
While I Drive’? ‘‘My Back Door,”’ 
“‘Souvenirs’’ and ‘‘Brave and 
Crazy.’’ Her voice, rough and smoky 
like Lacy J. Dalton’s, can emote at 
any dynamic level, from a raspy whis- 
per to full-out belting. And when she 
sucks air through her teeth or grunts, 
she sends her admirers into a lather. 
She couldn’t have picked a better vehi- 
cle for summing up the feelings she in- 
spired in‘her audience than her sexy 
surprise cover version of Marvin 
Gaye’s ‘‘Let’s Get It On,”’ and its 
thrashing segue into (‘‘does she love 
you’’) ‘‘Like the Way I Do.”’ 

Etheridge’s appeal may level off, or 
it could swell to fill coliseum arenas as 
her songwriting skill matures. But ei- 
ther way there’s no denying that right 
now she and her fans are living out the 
fancy of ‘‘Brave and Crazy’? — “‘I’d 
have my cake and eat it/With a little 
on the side.’’ |

Anyone familiar with Kundera’s 
fiction knows he practices what he 
preaches. His two best-read books, 
The Unbearable Lightness of Being 
and The Book of Laughter and 
Forgetting, are deftly inconclusive 
weavings of story, dream, erotic fan- 
tasy, philosophy and history. Their 
common theme may be how political 
corruption and repression distorts 
culture. 

But Kundera’s many variations on 
this theme are not polemical; they are 
playful, sexy, comic, enigmatic. The 
reader comes away with a set of tan- 
talizing questions about the human 
condition, which, in post-absurdist 
literature, may be the closest we’! ever 
get to answers. 

For a look at another facet of 
Kundera, the Magic Theatre is now 
staging the Bay Area premiere of 
Jacques and His Master. Kundera’s 
first (and so far his only) play Jacques 
asks some of the same elusive ques- 
tions as Kundera’s prose. Why, then, 
does it seem so slight and inconse- 
quential by comparison? 

Written in 1981, the script is a loose 
adaptation of Jacques the Fatalist, a 
philosophical novel by the 19th- 
century French author, Denis 
Diderot. It concerns two travel com- 
panions — an aristrocratic Master 
(played at the Magic by Bruce 
Williams) and his genial servant, 
Jacques (Hansford Prince). As the 
pair tramp along to an unspecified 
destination, they pause to amuse each 
other with accounts of past erotic ex- 
ploits and humiliations. They also 
engage in a free-floating discourse on 
the nature of friendship and betrayal, 
power and impotence, art and artifice. 

In director Harvey Seifter’s hand- 
some mounting, artifice is accen- 
tuated. The characters acknowledge 
their unreality to the audience with a 
coy Brechtian flourish. And their 
memories are acted out in style on a 
gilded court stage, complete with red 
velvet curtains, decorative footlights 
and ornately painted backdrops. 

As in a Kundera or Diderot novel, 
the musings of the narrators weave in 
and around one another, creating a 
polyphonous texture. Jacques 
repeatedly tries to tell his Master the 
whole story of ‘thow I lost my 
cherry,’’ and is repeatedly inter- 


INVENT stories, confront 
one with another, and by this 


rupted. The Master, a bit on the dim 
side, keeps returning to the saga of 
how he got one-upped by a conniving 
fop, Saint Ouen (Julien Lopez- 
Morillas). For a woman’s perspective 
on sexual gamesmanship, a lusty inn- 
keeper provides a tale about how a 
jilted marquise gets revenge on a cad. 

At its best, the play comes across as 
light intellectual entertainment, a 
blending of Dangerous Liaisons, 
Waiting for Godot and The Marriage 
of Figaro, with the angst and subver- 
sion drained off. The erudite dialogue 
contains teasing references to other 
literary works Godot, Ionesco’s The 
Chairs, Kundera’s own novels. And 
the majority of performances by the 
nine-member cast, especially Bruce 
Williams’ squinting, doltish Master 
and Julian Lopez-Morillas’ wonder- 
fully despicable Saint Ouen, are crisp 
and graceful. 

What’s disappointing is that all of 
this is less challenging and conipelling 
than a single chapter in a Kundera 
novel. The infinitely ambiguous 
servant-master dynamic, a favorite 
theme in literature, goes virtually 
unexamined here. The vignettes of 
sexual intrigue are engaging, but don’t 
do much to illuminate the interplay 
between Jacques and his boss. That 
relationship continues blandly along, 
polite and passionless, with gratuitous 
bits of role reversal and class friction, 
but no genuine conflict. 

Nor does the stream of 
philosophical repartee provide much 
food for thought. When the servant 
asks, ‘‘Where are we going?’’, the 
Master answers with the most obvious 
existential cliche available: ‘‘Does 
anybody ever know where they’re go- 
ing?’’ Even the men’s amorous grap- 
plings with various young ladies seem 
tepid and unrevealing. 

Seifter does try to make a vigorous 
case for Jacques. He has given it a 
visually elaborate production, by 
Magic Theatre standards, and staged 
it seamlessly at vivace tempo. The 
show is weakened, though, by Hans- 
ford Prince’s uncertain portrayal of 
Jacques. Casting a black actor in the 
servant part might have been interest- 
ing if it was the right actor. But Prince 
just doesn’t click here. He lacks di- 
mension, delivers his lines too stiffly 
and seems out of sync with the stylized 
actors around him. 

That performance aside, Jacques 
and His Master certainly has more go- 
ing for it than the dismal playwriting 
experiments of certain other esteemed 
novelists, including Ernest Hem- 
ingway and William Faulkner. One 
can easily understand why a regional 
theater would want to produce just 
about anything from Kundera’s pen, 
especially these days, but this is like a 
five-finger exercise from a man who 
usually produces symphonies. 
Kundera’s symphonies are his novels; 
for a Czech writer with his heart and 
soul in the theater, we’ll have to look 
inthedirectionof VaclavHavel. W&

HEN YOU think 

of Los Angeles, 

do you think of 

folk music?

The National Institute of Arts 
and Disabilities in Richmond is 
just one of several Bay Area 
organizations celebrating Black 
History Month by showcasing 
the works of local Afro-American 
artists.

Yaaba 
(Grandmother) 


From the West African nation of 
Burkina Faso (formerly Upper 
Volta) comes a timeless, 
universal tale of wise children, 
unwise adults and one ultra- 
wise old woman. The last, Sana, 
is considered a witch by the 
villagers, who force her to live in 
the desert and use her as a 
scapegoat for their problems. 
Of course those problems, from 
A (adultery, alcoholism, arson) 
to Z (xenophobia) are of their 
own making. Bila and Nopoko, 
cousins and best friends on the 
verge of puberty, befriend Sana, 
who ultimately proves her worth 
by saving Nopoko’s life. 
Director Idrissa Ouedraogo 
works at a slow pace with 
plenty of long shots of the arid 
landscape. His idea of an 
“action” sequence is having 
people chase each other in front 
of his unmoving camera; when 
someone is wounded in a fight 
we don’t find out until later. In 
short, a leisurely, likable film 
that makes no concessions to 
American tastes and rhythms.
